Lord Salisbury, hdwever, has persisted in 
his work of throwing Out the most drastic 
claases of the bill, and‘ his majority in the 
Upper House promises to stand by him. Lord 
Salisbury has not -hitherto cut much of 
His extraordinary 
conduct at the Berlin Conference, and his 
unfortunate faculty of saying one thing and 
meaning another have weakened him terri- 
bly. He seems to have made up his mind to, 
make a heroic stand for Toryism on the 
Land bill, his eriticism of which ‘was 
merciless but shallow. But the cooler 
heads in that Chamber feel that he is tread- 
ing on dangerous ground. ThePremier has 
spent too much time on and given too much 
care to the bill to tolerate its mutilation by 
the Lords, and he has a dompact majority. of 
100 in the House of Commons thats 
will support him through thick and thin 
The country, moreover, is notin the humor 
to stand mad freaks on the part of the hered- 
itary legislators, anfl a collision between that 
Chamber and the popular branch could only 
have one result. The Radicals are spoiling 
for a fight with the Upper House. Next 
week Lord Salisbury will be compelled to 
surrender many of the most important 
amendments which he has pressed, or to 
take the risk of involving the Lords in an 
unequal struggle with the Commons and the 
people. 

PROPHESYING A PANIC FOR AMERICA. 

Several papers here refuse to abandon the 
hope of seeing a financial crisis in the 
United States. The Palit Mall Gazette, 
which in its financial jeremiads has prophe- 
sied ruin for every market in the world, 
contends that the economic condition of your 
country is essentially unsound. It is a debtor, 
it says, to the rest of the world, and has been 
trading on the assumption that the great 
prosperity of recent years will last for an in- 
definit time.

Subscriptions will be 
asked for chiefly in England, 
but it is very doubtful whether 
the response will be favorable. The (Cov- 
erninent are said to\be favorable to the ex- 
tinction by State purthase of the titles of the 
English companies holding land in Ireland. 
At the time of -the foundation of. the 
Ulster plantations, under the Siuarts, 
the great London guilds purchased for-a song 
vast tracts of land in that province which had 
been taken by summary process of attainder 
and confiscation from the naiive Irish own- 
ers. These guilds formed the Irish Society, 
whose charter empowered ‘them to people 
their estates with English and Scotch emi- 
grants and keep out the Irish, but the latter 
soon turned the tables upon the new colon- 
ists and absorbed those they did not expel. 
These estates are rented on life-leases to 
middle-men, so that the. tenant’s enterprise

has got through the best part of its work, 
uniting a modicum of business with a large 
amount of holiday. Of all the addresses de- 
livered on the value of pathological experi- 
ment, that in favor of vivisection by 
Prof. Virchow seems to  =have §at- 
tracted most attention. The dis- 
tinguished German’s appearance on the 
platform, together with Doctors Langenbeck, 
Posteur, Volkmann, Esmarech, Knester, Pan- 
coast, Flint, and others of equal eminence, 
called forth a perfeet ovotion. On Thursday 
evening, at the banquet given by the lI.ord 
Mayor to 300 representative members 
of the Congress at the Mansion 
House, the majority of the guests 
beipg distinguished foreign surgeons 
and physicians, the toast of “Our Foreign 
Visitors and Guests” was coupled with the 
names of Prof. Von Langenbeck for Ger- 
many, Prof. Trelat, for France, Dr.

Paste Diamonds. 
Providence Journal. 

When imitation diamonds were introduced, it 
was found that to cut glass precisely likea 
diamond did not produce the sparkle character- 
istic of the diamond; therefore to secure this 
the flat surface on the top of the diamond was 
made pyramidal on the imitation, and, of course, 
ended ina puint. By certain jaws of light this 
pyramidal surmounting of the glass pro- 
vided for the required distribution of ray 
surface to produce the diamond sparkle 
or. something akin to it. A ‘eal diamond 
is never cut with the pointed apex, and hence 
it was possibile dlways to distinguish the real 
from the spurious. But after a time the Cuying 
public learned this little circumstance about the 
cutting process, and other means were resort 
to. The glass was cut precisely like the diamond, 
and the sparkle was given to or provided for it 
by a coating of white foil applied to the lower 
side of the glass. The pong be] many diamonds 
is arranged in such a way % the buyer may 
see the under side of the gem. This was over-

A SHIP CANAL. 


Across the Peninsula of Maryland ana 
Delaware, 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 5.—The long-con- 
templated scheme of shortening the distance 
from the Port of Baltimore to the Atlantic 
Ocean by the construction of a canal across 
the peninsula.of Maryland and Delaware is 
now practically assured. The great work 
will be built with the least possible delay, 
and mainly by the aid of foreign capital. The 
route selected, several having been surveyed 
by the Government with a view of obtaining 
Congressional aid, is known as the Sassafras 
Route, extending from the Chesapeake Bay 
along the Sassafras River toa point of di- 
vergence, where it turns almost due east to 
the headwaters of Blackbird Creek, and 
thence along that stream to the Delaware 
River. The land-cut from tide to tide is 
only eight miles, and the estimated cost of 
the work is $8,000,000, 

To-day Mr. Ladenburg, of Ladenburg, 
Thilman & Co., bankers, of New York, rep- 
resenting European capitalists and backers 
of the scheme, Lewis Sanders, of New York, 
attorney for the capitalists in Paris and Ber- 
lin, arrived here, and, with HB. Tebbetts, 
President of the Maryland & Delaware Ship 
Canal Company, discussed the matter in- 
formally with, our leading merchants, and 
found the sentiment strongly in favor of the 
early completion of the work, and such as- 
surances were given of support for the new 
highway to the ocean by tonnage, etc., that 
the gentlemen interested expressed their en- 
tire satisfaction, and announced that the 
work would be proceeded with at once. 

The canal will be built under the charter 
of the Maryland & Delaware Ship Canal 
Company, which provides that the rate of 
tolls shall net exceed 20 cents perton. The 
apes pew A will issue 34,000,000 worth of bonds, 
all of which have been subscribeti for abroad, 
and $4,000,000 of stock, all bearing 6 per cent 
interest. Two millions of the stock has been 
taken by Paris bankers, and the remaining 
£2,000, will be beld by New York capital- 
ists and the Company, and disposed of as 
necessity requires. 


The canal will be 120 feet wide, with a. 


uniform depth cf twenty-six feet, and it is 


estimated that the work will be completed ° 


in about eighteen months. The great ad- 
vantages to the Port of Baltimore and the 
West by the construction of this inter- 
oceanic highway will be fully appreciated 
when it is known that it will shorten the dis-

WIRE UNDERGROUND. 


The Pian by Which Philadelphia 
Proposes to Grapple with the Prob- 
lem. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—Next week the 
National Underground Electric Company 
will commence work laying telegraph wires 
under Market street, from Delaware to Tenth 
streets, and Third and Fourth streets, from 
Market to Chestnut streets, to connect with 
the Western Union Telegraph Company’s 
wires. An ordinance of the Council gives 
the company the right to lay wires from Dela- 
ware to Schuylkill, but that will not be done 
for some time yet, or until a shorter distance 
is proved to be a success. 

Conduits will be laid in trenches three feet 
deep, and the wires will be rolled into insu- 
lated cables. It was first intended to use 
terra cotta pipes to protect the wires, but a 
conduit of artiticial stone, patented by Mr. 
Calvin Detrich, of this city, was found to be 
much better for the purpose. The conduit 
is nade of insulating material, and is about 
eight inches square, being punctured by 
twelve tubes for holding the cables, two 
pneumatic tubes, fifty-four ordinary 
telegraph wires, and two__ electric 
light wires. The insulating substance 
is protected by a covering of artifieial 
stone, similar to that used in making block 

avement. This covering is two and a half 
inches thick, and is impervious to heat and 
dampness, anditis an insulating substance 
also. The latter has been tested to the tem- 
perature as low as two degrees below zero, 
and was not affected by it. 

Itis intended to lay the conduit in a con- 
tinuous mass,. without joints. In laying it 
the sheet-iron tubes, about one inchin di- 
ameter, are placedin the frame, and the in- 
sulating material poured around it. The 
bottom and sides of artificial stone having 
been put down, the tubes remain in and the 
wires will be drawn through by pneumatic 
pressure.

Billy Beard’s Wonderful Clothes—A 
Young Man Ruined by Overindyl- 


gence in Dress.

The following dispatch to the Cuurier-Journal, 
which appeared in yesterday’s issue, caused a 
great deal of local comment: 

* PRINCETON, Aug, 2.—W. C. L. Beard, for the 

st year inule and horse buyer for W. Roach, of 
Louisville, has victimized the banks and busi- 
ness men of this and adjoining counties for 
round sums of money by falsely pretending to 
be still in Mr. Roach’s employ. They have tele- 
graphed to all points for the police to arrest and 
hold him. He is badly wanted.” 

The W. L. C. Beard referred to in the above 
dispatch is familiarly known in Louisville as 
Billy Beard. He has lived here for perhaps five 
years, and among horse traders has as 
many acquaintances as any other man in the 
State. Five years ago he came to Louisville, 
and went into business with bis uncle, John 
Beard, Esq.. who at that time owned a large 
livery and trading stable on Market street, 
between Seventh and Eighth, just one door 
west of Alexander's Hotel. John Beard was 
weaithy, and his nephew, Billy, though a very 
young man, wasa keen trader. Letween the 
twothey should have made money, but they 
failed to do so. In three years after the estab- 
lishment of the firm, the elder Beard made an 
assignment, and, strange to say, his estate burely 
paid 0 cents on the dollar. His failure was 
pretty generally attributed . Billy’s lavish 
reckiesness. That young man from the 
start distinguished himself as the fastest 

oung person in the city. He cared 
little more for a dollar than William Vanderbilt 
does for a dime. In fact, he hadn't the remotest

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TWO STORM-CLOUDS.

Sioux Crry, Ia., Aug. 6.—A reliable man 
just arrived from Spencer, seventy-five miles 
northeast of the city, says a storm-centre 
formed five miles west of that place Friday 
afternoon about 4o’clock. It had been ter- 
ribly hot and the clouds gathered west. A 
heavy rain-storm coming from the north was 
met by one from the south. The clouds 
could be seen rolling over each other, but no 
waterspout or cyclone formed. A dwelling 
five miles west of Spencer, ofa farmer named 
Childs, was blown down, and his wife and 
son badly but not dangerously hurt. The 
wife’s sister, on a visit from Janesville, Wis., 
had her head crushed  oby falling 
timbers. Her name is not known 
to the informant, but from a telegram an- 
nouncing a death sent to “A. J. Delong, 
Janesville, Wis.,” it is supposed the dead 
girlis that gentleman’s daughter. Corn in 
the track of ine storm a mile wide was left 
as flat as if rolled. The depot of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul at Spencer was 
repeatedly struck by lightning, and the 
switch board in the telegraph office set on 
tire, but the office men beat it out with their 
hats. A man who came to Spencer from 
Sioux Rapids, fifteen miles south’ of here, 
reported twenty buildings blown down, but 
no one hurt there, 


OUT OF A CLEAR SKY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WIlLAESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 6.—A most re- 
markable disaster by lightning occurred at 
Ashiey, a suburb of this city, at half-past 3 
this afternoon. ‘lhere were a few clouds in 
the sky at the time, and ho signs of a storm, 
except far off to the west, where a few 
‘*thunder-heads ”’ were visible. Norain was 
falling, and the atmosphere was close and 
extremely hot. At the time named above, 
Cora Dearborn, a little girl 4 years old, was 
standing near a window on _ the south 
of her father’s residence, drinking a 
glass of root beer. ‘rhe window 
was raised about ten inches from 
the sill, and the child stood about a foot from 
it. Suddenly a loud report was heard, and 
the little girl was sent flying across the room. 
Her mother, in another apartment, ran to her 
rescue and raised her from the floor. ‘The 
long flowing hair of the child was in flames, 
which the mother soon extinguished by 
wrapping her apron about the head of the 
sufferer. A physician was subsequently 
called, and it was found that her neck was 
encircled with a huge blister, her face 
burned in several places, and her hands badly 
injured. The shock to the child’s system 
was terrible, but itis thought that no fatal 
results will follow. The bolt seemed to come 
from a clear sky, as 10 more thunder was 


heard until to-night at 8 o’clock. 


FOUR KILLED AND TEN HURT. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Aug. 6.—A _ letter to 
the News and Courier from the western 
part of Darlington-County, South Carolina, 
gives an account of a terrible and extraor- 
dinary casualty from lightning. On Thurs- 
day afternoon a group of twenty men, all 
white road-hands, were standing close to the 
house of J. W. Ayburn, near Hartsville, 
when a stroke of lichtning killed four and 
wounded ten of the nuinber. Five of the 
woundediare desperately hurt, and may die. 
There was no storm at the time, though 
heavy rain fell shortly afterwards.

What the Ancients Thought of the 
 Meon. 

Nor is itto be marveled at, when we consider 
that this plaret was the most brilliant and 
changeable, as weil as the nearest and appar- 
ently largest celestial body that presented it- 
se}f to their nightly view, and that in the ciear, 
exquisit ether of Arabian skies, and the caim 
nights of India and Egypt, it shone among the 
heavenly host _— a luster unknown to dwellers 
in the crowd@a cities of a northern clime. 

But the children of these tropic lands did 
something more than gaze, speculate, and ad- 
mire: with supreme patience they reared lofty 
towers and grand pyramids, and invented in- 
struments which have led up step by step to the 
transit instrument, the micrometer, and the tel- 
escope of to-day. A college of astronomy was 
founded by the priesth of Egypt, the worship 
of the moon growing out of their frequent use 
of her pictured or carved image in making their 
meteorological agnouncements to the people; 
as, for instance, when the Nile w about to 
overtiow, warning heralds were sent .rough the 
streets bearing aloft the familiar symbols of tne 
river goddess, and a gilded figure ot the moon 
in the pbase it would present at the date of the 
expected rising. 

In the course of time, the signification was 
forgotten, the symbol was worshiped, and finai- 
ly what it represented deified. The moon no 
longer appeared to the unlettered populace as 
merely a brilliant lamp suspended from a re- 
volving dome, and shining until extinguished by 
the waters of the ocean, but now was looked 
upon with awe as a region of sublime myster- 


ies. 

This veneration of the moon gradually spread 
with population to all parts of the wurid. We 
have records of ancient Chinese ceremonials; 
relics found among Druidical remains in West- 
ern Europe; accounts of astronomical! picture- 
writings of a religious character, ang lunar cal- 
endars of gold. silver, and stone, discovered ina 
ancient temple-ruins in Mexico, Centraij and 
South America. 

Among the buildings devoted to lunar wor- 
ship may be mentioned the wonderful Temple of 
Diana at Ephesus, bDulit at the combined ex- 
pense of the nations of Asia, and the wmagnifi- 
cent mansion of the moon adjoining the Tem- 
ple of the Sun in_ancient Cuzco; this building 
was in form a pyramidal pavilion with doors and 
inclosures completely iacrusted with glittering 
silver. Within, on the southern wail, was a 
painting in white, presenting the moon as a 
beautiful woman; on either side along the cast- 


ern and western walis,on massive thrones of . 


silver, were seated the dead queens of Peru, em- 
baimed and arrayed in regal splendor.—F. E.

Tne British Government is evidently 
rather badly scared at the mutterings of the 
Irish revolutionsts. It is stated that the 
Prince of Wales has been advised not to 
give dinners on board his yacht at Osborne 
during his forthcoming. visit to the Isle of 
Wight, as has been his custom on such occa- 
sions, lest the Fenians blow up the yacht or 
capture it. When the news of the secret 
conclave of Irish patriots at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, reaches the other side, there 
will be a greater scare. 


THE present disturbances in Bohemia 
seem to indicate the purpose of the people 
to secure ab no distant day a more distinct 
recognition of their autonomy than they how 
enjoy. The quarrels of the Czechs with the 
Germans of Bohemia haye lasted more than 
thirty years, and are:now quite as virulent 
as they ever were. One cause of disagree- 
ment between them—the University of 
Prague—has been settled by cutting it: in 
twain, not without considerable rioting, 
making one part Czech and the other Ger- 
man. Reeently another quarrel arose over 
the inscriptions on the Government’s paper 
money. Originally the amount of each note 
was printed upon its face in German, Slavo- 


‘nian, Czech, and in haif a dozen Slavonian 


dialects, representing all the national divis- 
ions of this exceedingly polyglot Empire. 
Of late, however, they have been issued with 
all the inscriptions erased except the Cer- 
man and Ilungarian, which the Slavic people 
have regarded in the light of an insult, as it 
implies their subjection to these two races, 
whom they regard as aliens.” Incensed at the 
omission, the Bohemians have erased the 
German and Hungarian inscriptions and sub- 
stituted the Czech, and the question is now 
raised whether the Austro-Ilungarian Gov- 
ernment will recognize the defaced currency. 
These are trifling matters, but they show 
which way the wind is blowing. ‘The claims 
of the Bohemians are growing year by year. 
They are: demanding a tull recognition of 
their importance, and also of their distinctive 
character, and insist that they will no longer 
be sacrificed and ignored to suit the German 
minority in their country. It is a great ques- 
tion rapidly coming up for solution. 


THERE seems to be no question that the 
fire-ordinance is being openly and flagrantly 
violated in various parts of the city, and es- 
pecially in those sections which already oifer 
the most serious menace of conflagration by 
reason of having a large numberof pine 
buildings. The apology is made on behalf of 
the city authorities that the force of inspect- 
ors is not large enough to discover and pre- 
vent the violations of the ordinance. ‘There 
is evidence, however, that repressive 
measures are’ not taken when violations of 
the ordinance are brought to the attention of 
the authorities, and that even the city itself 
has set the example of erecting fire-traps in 
defiance of the law. The fact seems to be that 
the present Executive of the city is as in- 
different to the enforcement of the fire-ordl- 
nance as he is to the enforcement of various 
other ordinances against public nuisances and 
public scandals. If the head of the City Gov- 
ernment were intent upon preventing the 
erection of fire-traps prohibited by law, there 
would be no difficulty in doingso. Tie would 
only need to instruct all the police and all 
the inspectors of the various departments to 
keep their eyes open and report infractions 
of the ordinance, and then order prompt and 
vigorous prosecution, followed up from day 
to day in all cases of stubborn resistance. 
But, pending the recent fire-bug agitation for 
the contraction of the fire-limits, the Mayor 
actually pointed to the very general viola- 
tion of the ordinance as a reason why it 
should be repealed or modified! Such a 
sentiment would seem to warrant the infer- 
ence that the Mayor is willing to wink at and 
even encourage violations of the fire-or- 
dinance as the means for ultimately aban- 
doning the fire-limits altogether. The license 
thus practically extended to thedire-bugs is 
as threatening to the safety of property as 
the toleration of the low State street and 
Clark street dives is to the safety of human 
life. 


POLITICS 1 IN “Hor WEATHER. 

Think of holding State Conventions—and 
Democratic Conventions at that—in Missis- 
sippiand Virginia, and an election in North 
Carolina, at this season of the year, when 
the thermometers even in a summer-resort 
like Chicago are cavorting around among the 
nineties! If any new evidence were needed 
that the South is hopelesly given over to 
politics these circumstances would supply 
the proof, Ifthe people of Richmond, Va., 
and Ja@kson, Miss., were to devote them- 
selves exclusively to fans, mint-juleps, and 
other delusive devices for. keeping cool, they 
would not be able to hold down their temper- 
ature to the normal condition. If they were 
simply to attend to their necessary business 
they would get a very good idea of the mean 
degree of heat in the revised edition of Hades, 
But add to this the exciting elements of 
Southern politics, and they must suffer the 
torments of the good, old orthodox h—l. 
And yet politics is regarded as a tropical 
luxury, and the people of the, South seem to 
revel in it. 

The characteristic shetérto of Southern 
politics flowed like lava in the Richmond 
Convention, judging by the specimens which 
have been transmitted by telegraph. One 
old gentleman, in the simple process of 
nominating a candidate, boiled over in these 
terms: “Itis a meretricious progeny of a 
renegade Democracy,—this prostitute read- 
justerism!” If any Northern politician at 
this time of year should work himself up to 
the fever-heat required to throw off sparks 
like that the newspapers of the next day 
woulda be compelled to report a death from 
prostration. But nobody at Richmond seems 
to have been especially affected by the super- 
heated conditions which such utterances in- 
dicate. It may be that Virginia Bourbons 
intended to chill the atmosphere by some of 
the cool things to which they gave expres- 
sion. For instance, nothing could be more re- 
freshing than to hear the old, dyed-in-the-wool 
Bourbons talking about “eq uality of right 
and equal justice to all men.” and about 
“elections by the people free from force .or 
fraud.” When the Confederate Democracy 


of Virginia can throw off light, cheerful 


nonsense of this kingl in the dog-days the 
effect certainly ought to be cooling. 

The Mississippi Democrats have a capac- 
ity for politics which exceeds that of any 
others. The Virginians did not prolong 
their conference beyond one day. It was 
hot while it lasted, but there was a manifest 
disposition to get through. The Bourbons 
who assembled at Jackson, however, were 
intent upon drawing out their summer 
amusement to the longest stretch. Hence 
the deadlock. Stone’s friends were stead-

It would be possible to understand these 
heated contests durf&g the heated term if any 
great danger threatened the Democratic 
cause in the South. But politics ts so one- 
sided in that section of the country that there 
is not the smallest necessity for any demon- 
stration, prep&tdtion, or campaign. The 
Democrats might just as well postpone their 
nominations till the day before election, and 
then desiguate whom they propose to count 
in. But the Southern love of politics is so 
great and so widespread that no season is too 
warm or too cold, no conditions too hazard- 
ous or forbidding, to prevent the indul- 
genee of this secuonal vice. Perhaps the 
best illustration of the overweening and 
irrepressible devotion to politics may be 
found in the circumstance that North Caro- 
lina held an election day before yesterday— 
the hottest day of the year—to pass upon the 
question of prohibition. Of course, prohibi- 
tion was voted down by 40,000 or 50,000 ma- 
jority. The result might have been foretold 
by anybody. The thermometer at 120 would 
not frighten the average Soufherner into ab- 
stinence. There was no need of an election 
to demonstrate that fact. But the North 
Carolina people were eager to vote just the 
same. The Southerners would -gladly vote 
on the laws of Moses, or the Confederate 
Constitution, or any other relic of the past 
that might besubmitted to them, and neither 
freezing mercury nor melting mercury could 
induce them to forego the opportunity. Pol- 
itics in the South recognizes no seasons, 
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THE NORTH CAROLINA ELECTION: 

A brief explanation may be necessary to 
render clear the action of the people of North 
Carolina at the special election last Thursday, 
which resulted in the overwhelming defeat 
of the coercive temperance measure. The 
Legislature of that State, at its last session, 
passed a bill prohibiting the manufacture or 
sale in that State of any spirituous or malt 
liquors, but providing that the act should 
be submitted to a ratification vote of 
the people on the 4th of August. 
If a majority voted against ratifica- 
tion, then the act was to be null and 
void. If amajority voted in the aflirmative, 
it was to take effect Oct. 1, 1881. The aggre- 
gate vote in the two Houses for the bill was 
104, and only 17 against it. Forty-nine mem- 
bers dodired or were abseit. it was*’not 
passed by a strictly party vote, as a number 
of Republicans voted for it, and several Dem- 
ocrats opposed it; but, as the Legistature 
was Democratic by a nearly three-fourths 
majority, the responsibility was on the Dem- 
ocrats, 

lt was the first time in the history of that 
party tliat it had passed a prohibitory liquor 
law in any State, and it will probably be 
some time before Mrepeats the experiment— 
in North Carolina or any other State. A 
hostile majority of 70,000 has a very chilling 
elfeet on the enthusiasm of politicians in 
behalf of sumptuary measures, 

The foliowing is a synopsis of the North 
Carolina prohibitory act, which was struck 
by lightning at the polls; it will be seen that 
it was modeled on the lines of the prohibitory 
Kansas law: By the terms of the 
section itis made a misdemeanor punishable 


by a tine of not less than 8100 nor more than | 
$1,000, and imprisonment, in the discretion of | 


the Court, to manufacture, buy or sell, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any spirituous or malt 
liquors, except wine and cWler, or to sell by 
any shift, subterfuge, or device, spirituous 
liquors, or any liquors of which spirituous 
liquor is a material or constituent part, in 
any quaiitity, in the State, otherwise than as 
provided in the act. The second section pro- 
vides that spirituous liquors shall be sold 
only for medical, chemical. and mechan- 
ical purposes, and only by a druggist 
or physician licensed to keep on hand not 
more than thirty gallons, and restricted to 
sales of not more than a gallon ata time to 
The third section requires that 
the County Commissioner shall ascertain, 
before granting’ a druggist’s or physician’s 
license, by the -oath and examination of two 
or more sober and reputable citizens, that the 
applicant for lieense is a sober, reliable, and 
trustworthy person, and requires justification 
in $500 to $5,000 for the faithful discharge of 
all the requirements of the act. Having ob- 
tained his license, the druggist must not sell 
any quantity unless the intending purchaser 
shall present the certificate of a sober and 
respectable practicing physician not a 
licensed dealer under this act, given upon 
his honor that the liquor is required for med- 
ical purposes. Like certificates are required 
from mechanics, and a physician or mechanic 
who makes a false certificate is to be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, fined $100 or $500, 
and imprisoned if the Court directs. Sec. 5 
repeats the penalties already referred to: Sec. 
6 declares that the act shall take effect Oct. 1, 
1851; and the seventh and last section orders 
a special election .to be held on the first 
Thursday in Aucust to take the sense of the 
electors onrthe question of prohibition or no 


prohibition. 
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HOW TO ABATE THE SMOKE-NUISANCE. 

It is not easy to believe, but it is neverthe- 
less true, that there is an ordinance in this 
city against the smoke-nuisance, which is 
adequate in its terms to suppress that nui- 
sance if it were properly enforced. Nobody 
seems to pay any attention to It. It has 
been demonstrated by long experience that 
the people engaged in business which re- 
quires engines and furnaces would not, asa 
rule, take any voluntary measures for the 
consumption of smoke. When an ordinance 
was proposed in the Council the raiircads 
and other corporations organized a lobby 
against it and succeeded. in defeating it. 
Finally the ordinance was included among 
the revised ordinances recently prepared, 
and it -passed the Council in that shape. - It 


is tine now that steps should be taken to | 


abate the nuisance. The city law is as fol- 


lows: 


Sec. 1,650. The emission of dense smoke 
from the smoke-stack of any boat or heomo- 
tive, or from any chimney anywhere within the 
city shall be deemed and is hereby declared to 
be a public nuisance: Provided, that chimneys 
of buildings used exclusively for privafe resi- 
dences shall not be deemed witbin the provis- 
ions of this ordinance. 

Sac. 1,651. The owner or owners of any boat or 
locomotive engine, and the person or persons 
employed as engineers or otherwise in the work- 
ing of the engibe or engines in said boat or in 
operating Buch locomotive, and the proprietor, 
lessee, and occupant of any buitding who shall 
permit or allow dense smuke to issue or be emit- 
ted from. the smoke-stack of any sucb bout or 
locomotive, or the chimney of any buildin 
within the corporate limits, shall be deemed an 
heid guilty of creating a nuisance, and shall for 
every such offense be fined in a sum not less 
than $5 nor more than $50. Secs. 1,650, 1,651, 
and 1,652 shall take effect and be in force from 
and after May 1. 18st. 

Sec. 1,652. It shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sioner of Health and the Superintendent of Po- 
lice to cause Secs. 1.650had 1,651 of this article 
to be enforced, and to make compiaint against 
and cause to be prosecuted all persons violating 
the same. 


This law is comprehensive and fair. It in- 
cludes within its provisians ali the smoke- 
stacks and chimneys which are daily and 
hourly blackening the buildings, ruining the 
goods, the furniture, and clothes of people; 
and filling the streets and byways with the 
soot and dirt which they throw out. There 
is no hardship in the ordinance, for no one fs 
required to uge any particular smoke-ton- 
sumer, Or any appliance whatsoever, but 
only to prevent the emission of the dense 
smoke which occasions the nuisance and 
destroys thousands of dollars’ worth ef prop 
erty every year. It is known to a certainty 
that the smoke can be consumed to a degree 
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that will cut off the black blotches of carbon 
that fill the air. The ordinance requires that 
it shall be consumed. And yet we venture 
the assertion that not one of the Inspectors 
employed in the Flealth Office, and not a sin- 
gle member of the police force, feels the re- 
sponsibility which the ordinance specifically 
imposes upon those two departments. At 
all events, the smoke nuisance remains un- 
abated, and we hear of no prosecutions. 

It now becomes a pertinent question, why 
Mayor Harrison does not issue orders to the 
police to take cognizance of this matter and 
enforce the law. The patrolmen, in walking 
their beats, have abundant time and oppor- 
tunity to make a note of such chimneys, 
tugs, and locomotives as pour out volumes 
of dense smoke. Let them be instructed to 
act partly as missionaries and partly as pros- 
ecutors. If every policeman had this duty 
on his mind, and were properly informed, 
much could be accomplished in the way of 
abating the nuisance without actual prose- 
cution. A large part of the smoke now 
emitted from chimneys can be avoided and 
consumed simply by an intelligent process 
of “firing” or stoking. The process is as 
follows: 

Instead of shoveling in a mass of fresh coal 
at long intervals, which covers up the whole 
grate and cools off the fire and boilers, pro- 
ducing adense smoke, which rushes up the 
chimfleys, let the fresh coal be added fre- 
quently and in smaller quantity; place it in 
the front of the furnace, and there let it coke 
before itis pushed over upon the glowing 
evals. If this simple rule were followed, the 
burners of coal in furnaces would save 25 
percent of their fuel, andit would be sufficient 
in most cases to avoid the emission of smoke 
in such measure and quality as to constitute 
anuisance. In the larger furnaces where it 
is ne@essary to employ a smoke-consumer in 
order to complete the work, the process 
described is still essential, for no appliance 
for the consumption of smoke contemplates 
the impediment of a cold fire any more than 
it does that of a refrigerator. 

This process is so simple that every In- 
spector and every policeman can be made to 
understand it from a single lesson. Once 
understanding it and appreciating the duty 
of abating the nuisarfee, the police may 
remonstrate intelligently with the people 
who own furnaces and run engines, and re- 
quire from the engineers a strict observance 
of this plan for * firing.” If instruction ang 
remonstrance fail, then let the offe ndifig 
engineers be prosecuted and fined as the lal 
provides. The penaity will not need to pe 
assessed very often before the men who @n- 
ploy engineers and firemen will compel 
their employés to give proper attention to 
their fires, to supply them with fuel tre- 
quently, and to place the fresh coal at the 
front where it can become heated before 
spreading it over the whole grate. 

The Mayor musi take this matterin charge 
if he would retain the good will of the peo- 
ple of Chicago, IHlis insirfiictions to the 
Superintendent of Police, if sufficiently ex- 
plicit and imperative, will lead to proper in- 
spection, and assist in the general dissemi- 


' nation of the proper method for abating the 


nuisance. The City of Chicago is fast losing 
its beauty and attractions by reason of stub- 
indifference to a rational system of 
‘* firing,”’ and because of the failure of the 
proper authorities to enforce a fair ordinance. 
Public health, cleanliness, comfort, and the 
business interests of Chicago all demand an 
abatement of the smoke-nuisance, and the 
Mayor. has it in his power to comply with the 
popular demand. 


THE BRITISH PARLIAMENTARY CRISIS. 

The action of the British House of Lords 
in amending the Irish Land bill. may result 
in bringing about an excitement in England 
which will bode no good to that body of 
The House of Lords 
has so amended the Land biil as passed by 
the Commons that its whole effect and pur- 
pose has been defeated, and in some vital 
particulars absolutely changed. To these 
amendments Mr. Gladstone and his Ministry 
will never submit, and when the billis re- 
turned to the Commons that body will 
promptly reject the amendments. The bill 
will be returged to the Lords, and then the 
direct question will be presented, Will the 
Lords “adhere” toor “recede” from their 
amendments? The landed interest, includ- 
ing allthe Tories and many of the Whigs. 
have, on these amendments, shown an.aver- 
age majority of 100 votes. How many will 
brave public opinion by persistently refusing 
coneurrence with the formally and repeat- 
edly declared will of the Commons re- 
mains to be seen, but that a majority 
will at first vote to “‘adhere” to the amend- 
ments is most probable... What then, in such 
case, can the Ministry do? If defeated in 
the Commons the Ministry can resign, or 
they can dissolve Parliament and appeal to 
the people at a new election, as Disraeli did 
less than two years ago. But In case of a 
defeat by the House of Lords other meas- 
ures must be resorted tu in order to secure 
to the Commons the right to govern. 

The precedents in this line of British par- 
liamentary conflicts are few, the Lords rare- 
ly pushing things to the last extremity. A 
memurable case occurred during the reign of 
William lll. The King had made a distri- 
bution of the Lrish estates forteited to him, 
and had granted them toseveral of his Dutch 
friends. The Commons were indignant, and 
proceeded by law to change the distribution. 
This bill was amended by the Lords; when 
it was returned to the Commons the latter 
body unanimously rejected the amend- 
ments and then tacked to the Dill 
the Supply bill, and sent the united 
bills back to the Lords. The Lords resented 
this proceeding because it compelled them 
to accept the whole bill without any amend- 
ment. The controversy tasted a long time, 
and the greatest excitement prevailed 
throughout England. At last the decisive 
-hour arrived. Macanilay in his history says: 


The general feeling was in favor of the biil. 
It was rumored that the majority which bad de- 
termined to stand by the amendments had been 
swollen by several prelates, by several of the 
iiegitimate sons of Charlies [f., and several 
needy and greedy courtiers. The cry in ail the 
PP places of resort was that the nation would 
ye ruined by the three ‘B's, Bishops, Bastards, 
and Begyars. 


On Wednesday, the 10th of April, there 
was a conference of tne two Houses, but it 
failed. The King himself had weakened, 
and had suggested that it was best to pass 
the bill as the less of two evils. Finally, the 
Lords divided on the question that the House 
‘*‘ adhere” to its amendments; the vote was 
forty on each side, and, under the rules, 
what is not carried by a majority is lost. 
Another vote was taken on the question that 
the Lords agree to the bill without amend- 
ments. This was the decisive vote that was 
to announce a surrender on the part of the 
Lords, or perhaps a@ civil war. The Arclh- 
bishop and four other Bishops at the last mo- 
ment rose from their seats and left the 
House; the Lords surrendered, and the bill 
was passed, 

Another precedent of a conflict between 
the Lords and Commons grew out of the fall 
of Mariborough, by the secret treaty of peace 
between France and England. He returned 
to Engiand and he induced the House of 
Lords to denounce the peace. ‘The Com- 
mons, the Quee wt -*a people, however, 
were tired of the . Dhe Whigs had, in 


1712, a majority of the Lords, but this ma- 
jority was overwhelmed by the Tory Minis- 
try creating twelve new Tory Peers. That 
was a notable instance of the power of the

the Lords. In 1720, the Whigs, bel being then in 
power, proposed a bill limiting the creation 
of fresh Peers, in order, as was stated, to se- 
cure the independence of the House of Lords, 
and the bill, veing opposed by Walpole, was 
defeated, thus leaving it conceded that the 
Crown may create new Peers to override an 
adverse majority in the Lords. 

The most important case was that, how- 
ever, of the conflict between the two Houses 
on the passage of the Parliamentary Reform 
bill in the reign of William IV. In 1881 the 
bill reforming Parliamentary representation 
was ordered to a second reading in the Com- 
mons by a majority of onein a total of 60s, 
debate, on a division the 
Ministry was defeated by a majority of eight. 


The King thereupon dissolved Parliment. ‘The | 


appeal to the country by the Ministers was 
triumphantly answered, and in September 
the new House of Commons passed the Dill 
by 345 to 236. The House of Lords rejected 
the bill by a majority of forty-one. The next 
day the Commons, by a resolution, reaffirmed 
its devotion to the principles of the bill; the 
session, however, closed without any further 
action. During the recess the country was 


greatly excited, and riots and tumults existed 


in many parts of the Kingdom, At the re- 
assembling of Parliament a new bill was in- 
troduced, and in March, 1832, was passed by 
the Commons. In the House of Lords 
there was a decided majority against 
the Ministry, and the debate was 
adjourned for a week. The next day the 
Cabinet decided to ask the King for the per- 
mission to create pew Peers. The King re- 
fusea his assent, whereupon the Ministers 
resigned. Thecountry wasinalarm, Meet- 
ings were held all over England, and peti- 
tions favoring the bill were forwarded. Vain 
efforts were made to form anew Ministry, 
and after several weeks’ delay the old Min- 
istry resumed office on the following promise 
being given by the King: 

The Ki grants permission to Earl Gre 
and to his Chancellor, Brougham, to create suc 
a number of Peers as will be suffieient to lusure 
the passage of the Keform Dill, first calling up 


Peers’ eldest sons. ae ) 
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The King personally urged the Peers to 
withdraw their opposition. A sufficient num- 
ber of the Tory Peers absented themselves 
from the House and allowed the bill to pass. 
The power to create new Peers was net ex- 
ercised, but that it would have been had the 
Lords nat surrendered is known. 

The prospective conflict between the two 
Tiouses on the Lrish Land bill will renew the 
struggle as to the supremacy of the Com- 
mons. Mr. Gladstone, backed by the great 
popular sentiment of the Kingdom, is nota 
man to flineh in the presence of a hostile 
House of Lords, particularly when the depo- 
sition or abolition of the Lords as a branch 
of the Government is a measure strongly ad- 
vocated by a large mass ot the people. ‘The 
Lords are resolute in the defense of their 
order, and it is among the possibilities that 
out of the struggle on this Land bill may 
grow some radical measures concerning 
suffrage, reformed representation, and spe- 
cial privileges, that may practically render 
the louse of Lords a comparatively impo- 
teut part of the British Legislature.

NEXT SEASON’ 8 OPERA. 

The operations of the recent musical syn- 
dicate in London have an important bearing 
upon the operatic prospects of this country 
The scheme. of this syndicate, 
which it is now understood is completed, 
was the purchase of Covent Garden and Her 
Majesty’s, with the view to the closing of the 
latter, which has been under the direction of 
Col. Mapleson, and having but one Italian 
house in the city, under the charge of Mr. 
Gye. lt may be conceived that Col. Maple- 
son readily accepted the scheme, for he has 
been an alipst continuous loser at Her Maj- 
esty’s since 1862, when he first took its man- 
agement, and his venturesin this eountry 
have not been largely remunerative. Indeed, 
at the time the syndicate was formed, he was 
about to lose the lease of Her Majesty’s 
Theatre. The scheme, therefore, rescued 
him from serious loss. It is understood 
that he received something for his interest 
and all the material of the _ theatre, 
at least sufficient to meet his liabilities and 


something over as capital stock upon which 


to renew operations in this country. The 
principal condition to which he binds himself 
is not to give Italian opera in London, which 
leaves him free for America. Meanwhile his 
theatre will be let to managers who will 
stipulate only to give concerts or English 
opera, which would open the doors to Carl 
Rosa. Mr. Gye also agrees not to interfere 
with his ventures in this country, which is 
an abandonment of his (Gye’s) original 
project to come here next seasofr with a com- 
pany in competition with Mapleson, Healso 
stipulates to furnish him with artists, not in 
use at Covent Garden, and appears as the 
managing director of the new concern with 
a salary and share in the profits. The Lon- 
don correspondent of the American Art 
Journal, who is usually very well informed 
in these matters, says: 


Meanwhile let it be quite understood that the 
chief difficulties will come from the side of the 
artists. The opera company, timiced, that failed 
about twenty years ago, and the coalition sea- 
son of I8sl, were both upset by the artistas. 
Without competition salaries must go down, 
and no sooner bas an attempt at coalidion been 
made than the artists at once start an opposi- 
tion. The attempt is, it will be seen, being 
made to obviate this by binding down the new 
lessee of Her Majesty's not to perform Italian 
opera, so that no fear need exist savein the 
direction of Drury Lane, which is the only re- 
maining house in London suitavie for Italian 
opera. Next year, however, Drury Lane is 
tuken by the Richter opera troupe. 


‘There are, however, more serious results 
to be considered with reference to. the 
American campaign than anything in the 
above extract. Col. Mapleson has not as yet 
secured any stars for this season. Patti, it is 
now known, if she appears here in operaat all, 
willdo so under the management of Nicol- 
ini. Nilsson is under Mr. Jarrett’s manage- 
ment, and Mr. Jarrett is not on the best of 
Mapleson; besides, if Patti 
sings in opera, Nilsson will not come here 
under any one’s management. Miss Cary 
has definitly decided to leave the 
operatic stage.

Campanini and Galassi 
are out. with Mapleson. This is not 
avery pleasant outlook, and indicates that 
we are likely to have an ensemble rather

The 
despair of the situation is that Mapleson will 
be in the field substantially without compe- 
tion in Nis ensemble work, since the ap- 
pearance of Mme.

BARBERS AND THE HUMAN RACE. 

A writer in the New York 7imes develojs 
the theory that the professional barber is 
the responsible cause of the gradual reduc- 
tion in stature of certain classes of people. 
He finds, for example, that the ‘young men 
of society who are shaved by barbers are 
short and squatty, while farmers who shave 
their own beards are tall and well formed; 
that Scotchmen, the men of Maine and Min- 
nesota, and of the rural districts generally, 
are long and lank, while the denizens of 
cities are, so to speak, arowing shorter and 
shorter as time wears away. 

The Times writer declares that, while 
scientific persons have made frequent allu- 
sion to this curious fact of metaphysics and 
attempted to account for- it on various 
grounds, they have thrown ho light upon the 
subject. Naturally, the writer feels a pro- 
found contempt for the bafiled scientists, who 
have burned the midnight oil in a vain en- 
deavor to discover the occult cause of a 
palpable and undeniable effect, while te the 
vision of genius the cause lies on the very 
surface of things, as it were, and needs only 
to be suggested to enforce conviction in the 
common mind, To him the cause is as plain 
as the row of bald heads which a@orn the 


orchestra seats of a theatre. He says: 

Where men sbave themseives, as in Scotland, 
in Evuriand outside of London, in Lombardy, in 
Germany, and in the rural districts of the Unitea 
States, they are tall. . Where it is the usual 
custom for mento be shaved by barbers, they 
are smnall. Years ago every New-Englander 
and every New- Yorker shaved himself, and their 
average stature was the same as that of the 
Maine backwoodsman who has never seen a 
barber’s shop. The decrease in the stature of 
Americans of the Alflantic States, of Frenchmen, 
Spaniards, and Neapolitans, has in every in- 
stance begun soon after the introduction of the 
yractice of being shaved by barbers. It wouid 

ve worse than folly to suppose that this isa mere 
coincidence, and that the. barbers are not the 
real cause of the decrease’in stature of thecom- 
munities in which they flourish. 

No doubt the Times writer has hit the nail 
squarely on the head. Scientists may sneer 
and refuse to adopt his conclusion, but the 
world at large will accept it, and, it is to be 
hoped, act upon it. But wnat will become of 
the barbers ? Their occupation, like Othello’s, 
will be “gone.” Short boys with an in- 
visible down upon their soft chins will here- 
after avoid the barber’s shop as they would 
flee from the plague. Men of mature years, 
but of small stature, will abandon their daily 
pilgrimage to the barber’s shop and hack 
away at their own faces in the desperate hope 
of adding an inch to the top of their heads. 
The young men of society will buy a dozen 
razors apiece, unlimited cakes of soap, 
camel’s-hair brushes, mugs, strops, pomades, 
tonics, perfumes,. ete., etc., and establish, 
each in his private apartments, a miniature 
barber’s shop, over which he will personaliv 
preside, 

The Tames writer has ruined a great indus- 
trial interest,—sjruck it aut of existence,— 
and this without the smallest feeling of re- 
morse at the ruin he has wrought. It would 
have been more Kind, more human in this 
Vandal had he suggested some metiod of re- 
forfhing barbers. He might have gone ona 
step farther, and inquired, at least, why it is 
that barbers” exert such a baleful influence 
over the destiny of mankind. But he must 
needs launch his thunderbolt of destruction 
instantly upon its discovery, without waiting 
to inquire whether the necessity of launching 
it atall might not peradventure have been ob- 
viated. lle admits with too much haste his 
utter inability to discover the cause of the 
cause he has discovered. In a helpless way 
he exclaims: *“*‘ Why barbers should have this 
curious and disastrous elfect is very strange!” 

Doubtless the Times philosopher was, in 
his youth, a tall, well-formed man,—a six 
footer. In an evil moment—a moment of 
lazy indolence—he seated himself in a bar- 
ber’s chair, to which chair he has since re- 
turned daily for the last forty or fifty years; 
and, alas! he is informea by his tailor that 
he is only “four feet ten,” and by his mirror 
that he is bald, squatty, fat, and bow-legged. 
lie hates barbers, and in a fit of insensate 
rage resolves upon the remorseless destruc- 
tion of the entire razor-flourishing fraternity. 
He ought to have had himself measured be- 
fore. If, for instance, he had been measured 
at the end of the first year, assuming that he 
has been shaved fifty-six years, or 20,440 
times, he would have discovered the loss ofa 
quarterof an inch of his stature. Upon 
making this dicovery he would havereflected 
as to the cause. He would have made a 
study of the barber’s shop, and would prob- 
ably have gained some insight into its gen- 
eral effects upon habitués thereof. He might 
have noted the sheepish air which distin- 
guishes all men atthe moment of crossing 
the threshold of the barber-shop. 

The man may be as prolid as Lucifer as he 
walks the streets, but when he takes off his 
hat in the barber’s shop he takes off -his 
sovereignty with it. He may be as rich:ds 
Croesus, but he bows abjectly to the knight 
of the razor, and offers to take a ‘‘ chair.” 
But the barber cries out ‘next,’ and 
haughtily repulses the newcomer. Denuded 
of his coat, necktie, and collar, he slinks 
into a corner, pretends to read a newspaper, 
but watches furtively for the monotonous 
cry, “next,” looking all the while as abject 
as a peanut-peddiler out of business.

From the moment of 
the shooting he betrayed an active fear of 
lynching, Ile begged to be safely locked in 
jail away from the just indignation and rage 
ofan ontraged public. And this fact is one 
of the strongest pieces of evidence in sup 
port of his sanity at the time of the commis. 
sion of the crime; it is part of the res gestuy 
Guiteau’s first reflection was: “*My purpose 
is accomplished; my shots have penetrated 
a vital part,—the President will die.” Hig 

second reflection followed instantaneously 
and logically: “The crime I have committed 
is so heinous that the crowds in the street 
will feel an instant, irresistible impulse te 


tear me in pieces,” and, white with fear, he — 


pleaded to be taken to jail. Having com. 
mitted a monstrous crime against all laws,— 
human, moral, and divine,—with brazea 
effrontery he instantly invoked the preteee 
tion of the ministers of the law! 

This is the immediate case, and it- will tell 
powerfully against the theory of insanity if 
that theory is ever interposed asa defense, 
For itis equivalent to a demonstration, not 
merely that the would-be assasin realizea 
fully the nature of his act immediately after 
its commission, but that he had previously 
contemplated it as a crime with all that sueh 
acrime would imply. Indeed, Guiteau hime 
self Claims that he had planned an escape,—< 
escape to the jail to the protection’df the law 
which shows that he grasped the exact situe 
ation in advance,—the popular verdict as to 
the monstrous character of the crime, and 
the. popular desire to execute instant ven- 
geance upon the perpetrator of the bloody 
deed. 

Now, there is not a particle of evidence 
that Guiteau has for one moment beer free 
from the appalling fear of popular ven- 
geance. Doubtless this fear has become less 
active with the lapse ot time, but doubtiesg 
it still exists. In the early stages of his con- 
finement the wretch imagined that he heard 
Strange sounds from beyond the walls of hig 
prison,—shouts and the noise of blows beat. 
ing upon the masonry of the jail building, 
Ile shuddered then at the thought of falling 
into the hands of a mob, and he no doubt 
still trembles at the same thought. For Guie 
teau knows that freedom and safety are not 
synonymous terinsin his case. He knows 
that he’ is abhorred of all mankind. He 
knows that, if free, no man would eall him 
“friend,” no man would dare to shelter hiin; 
pity for him has-been drowned in the tears 
shed for his illustrious victim.

THE IRISH NATIONALISTS. 


With Great Success They Keep 
Their Proceedings a 
Secret. 


No Connection with the Dyna- 
mite Schemes of Rossa and 
Stephens. 


A Curious Coincidence—Visit of the 
British Consul of Phila- 
delphia. 


Did He Sueceed in Putting a Spy in tite 
Hibernian Camp.

The Irish Nationalists continued in eonvy en- 
tion yesterday, and probably adjourned last 
evening, although this is a matter on which 
detinit information could not be obtained. 
Yesterday, bowever, was spent in the work of 
pertecting the organization, In electing or ap- 
pointing permanent officers, afgrin making 
arrangemcuts for a propaganda of Irish na- 
tionality. The members bave well preserved 
their secrets,and were greatly amused at the 
accounts of their purposes and  pro- 
ceedings in a morning contemporary. Several 
of the persons mentioned in connection arith 
the affair are in dense ignoranceé of its progeed- 
ings. The gentleman mentioned as Chairman 
did not attend at yesterday's Convention at all, 
and many of those who were mentioned as be- 
ing present have never been in Chicago. John 
() Leury, the Fenian Chief, wno was represcnted 
as being at the Convention in the interest of 
() Donovan- Rossa, is in Paris, and, morcover, ke 
is not a friend of the dynamite patriot. He bas 
frequehtly and vigorously denounced the doings 
and sayings of Rossa, and bas no sympatby 
with biewhards and bDbiatherskites of that 
stripe. THE TRIBUNE repeats that he 
was not at the Convention; also 
that no representative of Rossa or of the United 
frishmen were present. Judge Brenan, of Sioux 
City, was not present, neither were half the 
men mentioned in our contemporarics. 
evening contemporary represented that the 
Convention was occupied last evening in the 
trial of one of its members. The member in 
question appears to have incurred the enmity 
of the tather of an Alleged Irish patriot, some 
place in the mountains of Leitrim, many years 
ago. The alleged patriot in question felt that a 
man who offended his father could not be a good 
patriot, and sent in charges against the member 
referred to yesterday. As the alleged patriot 
was not & member oft the Convention, had no 
standing among the Irish Nationalists of Chi- 
cago or clsewhere, and as the member whose iu- 
texzrity he assailed is a man of kuown probity 
und vbaracter, the charves of the alleged 
patriot were used to iilumisvate the Convention 
rovul. 

THERE IAS BEEN SOME COMMENT 

on the absence of representatives of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians from the Convention. 
‘The fact is, that the standing of the Ancieut 
Order as a National organization is not 
good, It aid that it is more 
Catholic than Irish, and the fact that 
nobody but Irish Catholics afte admitted to 
inetmbership is urged in behalf of the charge of 
lack of nationality. ‘“ The inconsistency of the 
Socety,”” said a well-known Irish Nationalist 
yesterday, “is shown by the fact that some of 
the divisions march after a banner with a por- 
trait of Emmet, an Irtsh Protestant pxtriot, 
painted thereon, while the same division wiil 
not, and dare nut, admit as tnmembers men of 
Emimet'a religious creed."" An Irish Protestant 
Nationalist of Caicago, &@ man of attainments 
and Kuowiedge, who has won tame in the walks 
of. literature, said yesterday 9 a Hibernian: 
“The Hibernians ure as mean &s the Oranye- 
men. One begets the other.” 

It ia understood that after the adjournment 
of the Convention an effort will be made to na- 
tionalize the Hibernian Society. The ofraniza- 
tion in the West contains preeey 2 its members 
some of the moat patriotic of our Irish citizeos,— 
men ot bight character and standing. They are 
not at all satistied with the Hibernian platforin 
of the present. They wish it enlarged so as to 
include Irishmen of all creeds, and they desire 
to give ita more National tone. At present it 
does hot rise above the dead ievel of an agita- 
ting society. There would be no difficulty in 
bringiog about the change in the West.” But in 
the East, where, as Jobn O'Mahony once said, 
“the organization represented tue organized 
ignorance of lIreland,”’ there will be some 
trouble. 

The paucity of representatives from the Chi- 
cago National organizations has been comment- 
edon. The fact is that the Irish National or- 
gutiizations in Chicago are in a bad .stute. 
Churley Kern and Carter Harrison and the Dein- 
ocratic politicians bave used the organizations 
to their detriment. The * straight ticket’? men 
abandoned them, and now there are 500 Lrisb 
Nationalists in the city who will not join any of 
the orynnizations here to the one that is in 
them. There will bea vigorous effort made to 
bring about a better state of things, but it can- 
not be brought about as long as the Irish sovic- 
tics here are managed in the interest of Demo- 
cratic politicians.

No Catholic dignitary has been consulted, as 
such, in reward totbe matter.

The 
Superintendent of the brickyard requested the 
officer to- make no disposition of the body 
until 6 o'clock p. m. of that day, when the Ital- 
ians would quit work, and could identify the 
body. Immediately after 6 o'clock vb. m. of that 
day Officer Steenberger and Officer Gillespie 
took the body inside, and covered it up carefully 
in the best manner possible, and awaited the 
arrival of the Corover, who did not reach there 
until about 5 o'clock p. m. of the nextday. The 
Coroner gave the body into the charge of Mr. 
Chutfee, the undertaker, and as late as 2p. tm, 
Friday it was iyiug in the Van Burei street 
depot of the Llinvis Central Kailroad. The 
police‘otticers were promptin their duty, and if 
any blame is to be attached to any one, it should 
be to the Corouer or undertaker, Or to Doth, tor 
their delay.

Our Water- Supply. 
To the Kaitor of The Chicago Tribuna 

CnicaGco, Aug. 5.—The water-supply for our 
fast-growing city seems to be the leading ques- 
tion as far as the City of Chicago is concerned. 
When the people of our city shall once become 
eonvineced of the frail nature of our present 
water-supply, and that its very existence hangs 
by a were thread, they will at once see the great 
danger ot the situation and demand of the 
Council immediate action. The present Crib 
is constructed with five compartments, 
forty-five feet deep from the water-line to the 
bed of the lake. Instead of these being filled 
with concrete made of spauls and gravel and 
the best brands of Portland cement in correct 
graduated quaatities, the stones were loosely 
thrown in, some on their ends, some on their 
sides, and, in fact, in every way but the right 
one, without the use of one particle of cement. 
Then, on this frail foundation, they 
placed their dimension stones, 80 
arranged that their front ends, looking towards 
the lake, rested on the timbers Composing the 
outside Crib wail. These timbers are tweive by 
tweive inches, and only a small percentage of 
the dimension stone rests on the solid 
work. Much the larger oy rests on the com- 
partinents tilied with the dry rubble stones. 
Ynese dimension stones, pressing upon this 
dry, weak rubble work ou the inside, have gone 
down, forcing and straining the frame work and 
opening the juints, and, in some parts of the 
structure, almost tearing the dovetails asunder, 
and all on account of the unsound foundation in 
the five compartments of the Crib. 

It was one of the most fatal crrors in placing 
upon the Crib several hundred tons of masonry 
when it was not designed or built to curry any 
such fearful weight. The brick lighthouse, 
built upou ove of the outside anyies, aud weieh- 
ing nearly 100 tons, will be one of the most 
potent means ia a short time of tage Bey rib 
below the surface of the lake. On the side upoa 
which the lighthouse is built, the founda- 
tion of the Crib is four and one-half 
fect tower than on the opposit§ side 
of the structure, or in other words, the 
bottom of the Crib is four and one-half feet 
from alevel line. Asit will take several years 
tu construct a permanent rib six of seven miles 
further out into the lake, I think that no time 
should ve just in starting. 

The present structure cannot give us a cold 
and pure drink of water, because the duct or 
iniet that in lets the water from the lake to 
the centre cylinder is too near the 
surface of the iake, bem only two 
feet four inches below (the water fine, 
it is a known fact that all light, oily, and car- 
bonic impurities lie close to, and on the surface 


of. our lake, and, as tne sewcrige enters the | 


river, and the river into the lake. this item alone 
furms one of the first reasous why we cannot 
t pure water. . 
rhe remedy lies in our City Couucil adopting 
the plans designed by Mr. Brawhail. These 
pians are at Room 60 No. 161 La Salle street, 
open at all times fur inspection. There 
are several features in the proposed Crib 
that [| cannot let pass without remark, 
and they consist of its great etreucth and dura- 
bility. Second, it is capable of furnishing 
water tor ao almost indefinit period of time. It 
ia se arranged that we will get the purest water 
of Lake Michigan, and icy cold at the same 
time. The inlets are forty-five feet from the 
surface line of the iake, which ts far enough 
down to vent any of spe lent rities on 
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twelvé feet higter than the bea of 
that the heavy sediment, shouid A. ps 
oa pocsstarity lie undisturbed at the bottom of 
néw Crib, as designed by Mr. Bratibiall. 
wlil be covered entirely with steci plates, one 
inch thick from ita lower stage water line to 
the bed of the lake. There will be 600 tons of 
iron used in ite construction, in the form of 
bolts, pins, and rods.’ All the interstices and 
compartments will be filled and theroughly 
amped down with concrete made with best 
ortiand cement, gravel, and stone spawis, in 
proper proportions. After - Clements have 
gone into the Crib and foundation, it will be 
ready to carry for almost any length of time 
any reasonabie weight that may be placed upon 
it in the shape of granit masonry.

ART IN CHICAGO, 


A Display of Pictures Gathered Abroad 
by An Illinois Connotssceur—Notes and 


Gossip from. the Studios and Gale 


leries, 

There is at present to be scen in the art store 
of J. P. Ekstrom, on North Clark street, a col- 
lection of twenty-two water-colors and one oil- 
picture belonging to F. A. Jayne, of Freeport, 
lli., who selected them while abroad during the 
past year. Theo oil-painting is of good size and 
easily recognized at a distance as one of H. C. 
Bispham's fine cattle pieces. Although not so 
important as a number of those 
O'Brien's last spring, representing magnificent 
Roman cattle, this is a good example of the art- 
ist's work, with more attenton given to the 
landscape than he usually deems necessary. A 
croup of three calves of various. colors, one 
resting its head upon another's back, are receiv- 
ing food from the hand of alittle maiden in 
peasant costume, who earries under one arm a 
dish containing further supplies. Appropos of 
this picture Mr. Bispham, who is an American, 
although his studio is in Rome, stated while on 
a visit to this city that he found it impossi- 
bie to dispose of the pictures he had 
brought with him for anything like 
the sum that was eagerly vifered him 
for the same works by American buyers in his 
foreign studio. Mr. Bispham had a letter of in- 
troduction to a wealthy Chicago lady,—whose 
busbaud, by the way, a week or two ago, paid a 
traveling photorrapher some $1.200 for a dozen 
and a hulf life-sized photographs of himself, 
tinted over witb colored crayons.—and when be 
invited ber ty look at his collection she replied 
that “it was no use, asthey never bougbt any 
but foreizu pictures."” It is needless to remar 
that the distinguished artist returned to Rome 
to inscribe the thame of the. Bternal City in 
larger letters than ever before upon his can- 
vases, forthe benefit of Chicago connoiseurs 
who had contributed to his wisdom, if not his 
wealth. Hereafter you can buy a Bispham onty 
“abroad.” Of the twenty-two water-e¢olors in 
Mr. Jayne's. collection, four by Tomba are 
among the-best; one represents a cavalier stand- 
ing before a desk intently regarding a paper in 
his hand. Another shows the same tigure seated 
ina rich interior, with a musician in similar 
dress, The accessories of both pictures are 
richly colored, the tapestry background being 
finely reproduced. The figure of a nun carry- 
ing a red-covered prayer-book, over which she 
looks demureily duwn, bas considerable mer- 
it, and a female bead leaning with closed 
eyes againsta delicate biue vase tilled with pop- 
pies whose somniferous odors are rea:

Fancy Prices Badly Detiveralized— 
The Comimission-Drivers Swear to 
Maintain Manufacturers’ Prices on 
Crackers. 

A meeting of the Boss Bakers’ Asociation 
was held last night at Feldkamp’s saioon, corner 
of La Saile and Randoiph streets. Mr. Jacob 
Ficissier presided, and there were some fifty 
bakers present. 

The Chair explained that the charges that he 
bad been underselling were faise. He wanted a 
cominittee appointed to investigate these siurs 
upou his character. 

Mr. Schaeffer complained pf underhand work 
and violation of agreements made by the Asso- 
ciation asto prices, If this could not be stopped 
he wanted to get out, 

Mr. Henry Piper thougtt the law in regard to 
the weight of bread should be enforced. He was 
ready to report agy infractions of the law which 
came under bis notice. 

Mr. Schaetfer admitted that be had broken the 
rules of the Aseogiation in regard to buns and 
cukes, but denied that he bad cut prices on 
bread. He wanted to bet that no member could 
prove otherwise. 

Several gentiemen complained of the action 
of Swedish and Polish bakers who bad 
uudersold on pies and cukes. A rep-

about the action of the wholesale men. It a 
peared that there’ were commission-drivers whoe 
were underseliing the retail trade.

Mr. D. F. Bremner moved that the Associa- 
tion employ detectives and:lawyers to work up 
cases ana prosecute bakers who made light 
bread. The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Bremner further demanded to know at 
what price he should sell hia bread Monday 
morning. He was tired of submitting to com- 
petition from men who gave only 
THIRTEEN OR FOURTEEN OUNCES TO THE 

POUND. 

Mr. Fatnum moved that the bakers continue 
to charge five cents for a pound loaf. 

Mr. Bremner moved that they make bread 
weighing thirteen ounces to the loaf, and charve 
four cents for it. Thenif the city wanted to sue 
them for alieged violation of the ordinance it 
could do so. 

Mr. Farnum’s motion prevailed, and that of 
Mr. Bremner waa lost. Mr. Bremner then 
wished a formal good-by to the meeting, and 
said bis firm would do just as they pleased in 
future. Several German bakers expressed their 
dissatisfaction with the shoot matters had taken, 
and the meeting broke up by degrees, the net 
result of the evening's work being the demoral- 
ization of the Association and of prices. 

THE DRIVERS, 

The Commission Drivers’ Association also 
held a meeting last evening at No. 221 West 
Madison street, and voted to maifitain the man- 
ufacturers’ prices on crackers, both the drivers 
and manufacturers making tho same figures to 
the grocery trade. A committee of tive was ap- 
pointed to ask the crackermakers not to under- 
sell tne rates made to the.grocers, and to report 
atthe next meeting. It was also decided to re- 
quest tbe drivers who are not members of the 
Association to adhere to manufacturers’ prices. 
The bread question was postponed. The Com- 
mittee appointed to submit an amendment to 
the Constitution that would permit drivers who 
did not owna team to become members was 
continued, with instructions to report at next 
meeting. 

The drivers claim they are asking the same 
rates as beretotore,—one cent above manufac- 
turers’ pricesto them, but this rate has for 
some time past been cut, in consequence of the 
sharp competition between drivers, from one- 
half to three-quarters of a cent, which does 
not leave, itis claimed, a living profit. Some 
parties are said to bave made up the loss by 
marking up the weight markson the cracker- 
boxes. The chanre voted last night virtualiy 
udvances prices on soda and some other crackers 
about one-half a cent per pound, The Asso- 
ciation hopes to add to its membership and stop 
the cutting. which has injured the business. 
The drivers deny having asked that their com- 
missions be raised 20 per cent.

THE BRIDGEPORT PUMPS. 


The Hercules tIron-Works Euters a 
Vigorous Protest Against the Late 
Award for the Erection of the Pump- 
inge Works. 

Commissioner Wailer received a communica- 
tion yesterday from the proprietor of the Her- 
cules Iron- Works of this city, which was one of 
the bidders for the erection of the Bridgeport 
Pum ping- Works, the amount of its proposal be- 
ing $192,000. The communication expresses sur- 
prise at a statement made by:Mr. Waller, that 
the probable length of time for which 
the use of these works would be 
required was hardiy more than four 
years, and that the Commissioner cannot exceed 
the sum of $175,000, inasmuch as that was the 
extent of the appropriation made by the Council 
up to the end of the tast fiscal year. It is sub- 
mitted that it was never understood or intended 


by tho Council to make that sum the limit for | 


these works, vor was it claimed by Mr. Wailer 
or the City Eaginee t the works could be 
done for less than $225,000. Therefore, the fact 
that the bidof the Hercules lIron-Works ex- 
ceeds the amouot appropriated, ougbt not 
to bar that concern from the award, 
since, if the work were let to a lower bidder, 
a turther appropriation would still have 
to be made in order to complete the work. A 
protest is entered ngainst the awarding of the 
contract to the Quiotard Company, whose bid 
is $175,000, for a number of reasons, ove .of 
which is that the differeace in .

Continue Their Good Work 
Throughout the City. 


Alarming Increase in the Death 
Rate for July—The Showing 
by Wards.

The report of the Tenement-House Inspect- 
ors, as submitted by William H. Genung, of the 
work done during the past week shows that 154 
houses were examined, which contained 2,359 
rooms, and were occupied by 666 families, num- 
bering 2,966 persons. There were 39 notices 
served and 40 nuisances were abated. There 
were 17 defective drains repaired, 2% privy- 
vaults cleaned; defective plumbing was reme- 
died in 23 instances. There were 21 catch-basins 
cleaned, and two new ones built, and seven con- 
nections mane. Four filthy houses were cleaned 
and 11 rooms calcimined. 

in the wards the Inspectors made the follow- 


ing discoveries: 
FIRST WARD. 

No. 363 Clark street, owned by C. Pratt, a 
frame tenement of twenty-nine rooms, wherein 
dwell thirty-eight persons. The plumbing work 
is leaky, and the waste-pipes are untrapped.. 
The sewerage is exceedingly bad, the privy-vault 
is full, and the hallways are exceedingly dirty, 
foul stenches pervading the rooms. The second 
and third floors are occupied by females, who 


rent the rooms. 
SECOND WARD. 

No. 112 Harrison street is a dilapidated frame 
tenement of twelve rooms, occupied by twenty 
persons, owned by Fred Otis. The plumbing 
work is of a poor, cheap character, the drainage, 
also, being exceedéngly bad. The water-closet 
facilities are insufficient, and the vaults exceed- 
ingly offensive. Added to this are the hallways, 
which are very dirty, making the place anything 
but tenantable. 

In the Fourth Ward the Inspector found Nos. 
3457 and 3459 Cottage Grove avenue, owned by 
D. Launder, a place of twelve rooms, occupied 
by fourteen persons, where sewer-gas has full 
sway through the aid of defective plumbing and 
untrapped waste- pipes. 

In the Fifth Ward was found No. 2329 Went-. 
worth avenue, owned by Sophia Forbush, a tene- 
ment of nine rooms, occupied by twelve persons. 
The privy vault is full and offensive. A wooden 
wast«- pipe runs from te suites in the rear part 
of the building but fails to conrect with the 
house drain, allowing the filth to run upon the 
ground; thus creating a sickening nuisance and 
stench. 

SEVENTH WARD. 

Mrs. Johanna Higgens owns No. 558 Jefferson 
streét, a nine-room frame tenement, occupied 
by sixteen persons. The waste-pipes are un- 
trapped, drainage defective, and full catch- 
busius. 

No. 560 Jefferson street, owned by M. Lyons, 
uptrapped waste-pipes; No. 196 West Thir- 
teenth street, owned by M. Callahan, full and 
olfensive privies. : 

No. 48 West Thirteenth street, owned by a 
man named Becker. The drainage is defective, 
and the sewage has beeh stopped up for some 
time; wust-pipes oe tg 

In the Eleventh Ward, Nos. 447 and 449 West 
Madison street, owned by Mrs. Rebecca Stevtns, 
where the sinks are untrapped and the privy- 
vaults full and offensive. 

in the Twelfth Ward the Inspector found No. 
321 Lincoln street, owned by Mrs. A. Wentworth, 
as being defective in many sanitary 
respects. The plumbing-work is bad and 
the drainage poor; water-ciosets not ven- 
tilated. The waste-pipes .empty their contents 
on the basement floor, and the water supply 
pipe is leaking. The entire place needs a 
thorough sanitary overhauling. 

FOURTEENTH WARD. 

This is the ward 1n which the small-pox is just 
No. 302 Augusta street, 
The plumbing 
work and the drainage are both very defective. 
One man and two children bave died on the 
premises within a year. One ofthe little ones 
succumbed to diphtheria, and the other to con- 
gestion of the brain. The Inspector says that 
the whole place is in a generally bad sanitary 
condition, the waste-pipes being untrapped, and 
the drain being a mere open box, entering into 
a privy vault, the whoie house being impreg- 
pated with foul odors. 

Fred Voos owns No. 71 Emma street, a two- 
story frame of twelve rooms, occupied by twen- 
to-one persons. The waste pipes are untrapped 
and the sewer is choked. he privy isfull and 
offensive. There are about six inches of sew- 
age under the house, sending up a horribl 
stench. >|

THE GREAT ARMY. 

The mortuary report for the month of July 
was cowpicted by the Kegistrar of Vital Statis- 
tics, Dr. Gleason, yesterday. Itshowed a very 
large death-rate, the total number agyregating 
1,756. In Juve the deaths numbered 963. ln July 
of 1880 there were 1,342 deaths, and in July, 1879, 
1.004. The proportion of deaths annually to 
each 1,000 of our populauon was 39.69. Of the 
decedents 954 were males, 832 females; white, 
1.761; colored,. 25; married, 211; widows, 54; 
widowers, 16; single, 1.505. There were 1,269 
deaths of children under 5 years of age, and of 
these 465 were under 1 year, 265 trom 1 to 2; from 
2Ztosthere were7l: sto 4,40; 4to 5,28; while 
from 5 to 10 years of age there were 67. Under 
the head of zymotic diseases the mortality was 
as follows: Cholera intantum, 441; cholera 
morbus, 25; troup, 16; diarrhea, 76; dysentery. 
16; diphtheria, 22; entero-colitis, 8; ecrysip- 
elas, 3; cerebro-spinal fever, 26; in- 
termittent-fever, 2; #£scariet-fever, 19; 
tvphboid-fever, 23; typho-malarial fever, 4; 
measies, 15; Gepman measics, 1; pywmia, 4; 
septicrennia, 1; small-pox, HW; whooping-cough, 
1s. The total deaths from diarrheal diseases 
were 642, and other zyimotic causes 73. ‘There 
were l2 deaths from smali-pox in the Fourteenth 
Ward, lin the Vifth, 3 in the Sixth, and 4in the 
Seventh Wards,and 29 at the Hospital. The 
total numberof deatbs from acute lung dis- 
eases was 87, 55 being of consumption. Under 
the heads of other diseases the deaths from the

THE YELLOW CARD. 

The small-pox seems to be tenacious in its 
hold, and some pbysicians need an overhauling 
from somebody. he people residing in the 
Twelfth Ward, in the vicinity of Honoré and 
West Madison streets, are just now 
justly indignant about a case which has 
occurred at No. 709 West Madison street. About 
two weeks ago a Dr. Reed was called in to attend 
& very respectanie citizen named Day, who 
keeps a bakery and ice-cream saloon at that 
place. This man hasa family of children, who 
played in the neighborhood with others of their 
ownage. Dr. Reed insisted that Mr. Day basa 
case of complicated erysipelas. This went on 
until Friday evening last, when the case was re- 
ported to the Health Office. An _ investi- 
gation soon developed a __bad 
confiuent smali-pox, and Mr. 
esterday morning. A gross outrage 

as been committed on the neighborhood, and 
the people in the vicinity are both excited and 
indignant. Mrs. iy and her chiidren have 
mingled with everybody who came near them, 
and the infection must have been spread. But 
itig in an enligntened part of the city, where 
the people understand the benelits of vaccina- 
tion, and numbers of family physicians were 
kept very busy in the vicinity yesterday at vac- 
cinating. At 704 West Madison strect there isa 
lady lying ill with the smali-pox who was but 
recently confined, and she is not expected to 
recover. There wasadeath from the disease 
reported from No. 49 Pearl street, in the Four- 
teenth Ward. There were two deaths at the 
Hospital, the victims having been taken from 
No. 327 North Paulina street and from No. 45 
West Chicago avenue, in the same district. 
Seven new cases of small-pox were reported 
yesterday, as-follows: From No. 709 West Madi- 
son street, Nos. 186 and 190 Cleaver street, two 
cases at No. 121 Wright, and one at No. 119 on 
the same street, and from No. 27 Eik Grove 
avenue. Diphtheria was reported from No. 3 
Bradley and No. 669 Hinman street. Scarilet- 
fever was reported from No. 21 Wade street. 

THE SMOKE-NUISANCE, 

Dr. R. 8. Paton, who is the smoke-nuisance 
eradicator of the Health Office, yesterday sub- 
mitted his report for the past weck, showing 
what be has done towards getting rid of smoke. 
He has had assurances from the ‘Tremont House, 
Union National Bank, La Salle Block, Central 
Kestaurant, and McCormick Block that they 
would put on smoke consumers 
near future on their boilers. 
investigated several smoke-burners. 
visited Norton’s mills, Leyval Newa office, and 
other places complained of. He says that a 
number of notices to abate the nuisances have 
been served, but no further actidbn could be 
taken until the parties have had time to inves- 
tigate the subject. Accompanying the report 
wis a numerously-signed petition for abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance at the McCormick 
Block, Tremont House, and the Legal News 
Building. The firsttwo buildings wiil soon be 
provided with smoke-consuming apparatus, but 
the Legal News has been notified to abate the 
nuisance, and Dr. Paton says that they should 
be compelled to do something. 

Accompanying the report was the following 
letter from ex-City-Attorney R. 8S. Tuthill, giv- 
ing his views on smoke-consugnption, inclosing a 
formal complaint against the remont House, 
McCormick, and the Legal News BiWidings, with 
the names of complainants, who can be sum- 
moned as witnesses:

the creation of an intoierable nuisance by the 
emission from their smoke-stacks of dense vol- 
umns of bituminous-coal smoke, and I respect- 
fully but earnestly call upon you to enforce the 
city ordinance which was intended to punish and 
prevent such an offense. 

The law of the land (to say nothing of prin- 
ciples of natural rightand justice universally 
recognized), if honestly and elliciently enforced 
by those charged with such duty, guarantees 
to every citizen a right to breathe pure air, or at 


-leastair which bas not been contaminated, be- 


fouled, or poisoned by his neighbors: No man 
or corporation has a legal or moral right to 
POLLUTE THE ATMOSPHERE BREATHED BY 
HIS NEIGHBORS, 
any more than he has to empty his sewer 
intoa well or spring from which otbers are 
compelled to obtain crinking-water. A map bas 
as clear aright.to pure air as he has to pure 
water, and the contamination and pollution of 
one is as outrageous and wicked as of the other. 
Such rights are fundamental and not subordi- 
nate to the right of my neighbor tor purposes of 
gain to print a go> oe or to run a hotel, or 
todo apy other kind of business. He has a 
right to run his hotel or to print his newspaper, 
but not to interrupt, interfere with, or de- 
prive me of my right to enjoy pure air 
or pure water, which are rights conferred 
by a beneficent Creator long anterior to the in- 
vention of steam engines or newspapers. Sic 
utere tue, ut alienum non laedas, is the maxim of 
the law which should govern one in the use of 
his property. A greater part of a man’s life is 
spent in his office, and day after day tu have the 
pure air from the broad expanse of Lake Michi- 
gan, by reason of passing over my neighbor's 
smoke-stacks, bring into my open windows not 
refreshment, health, and life, but weariness, 
sickness, and torture, in the shape of dense vol- 
umes of black, nauscous smoke and soot, which 
penetrates eyes, ears, nose, and mouth, and 
covers face, hands, clothing, furniture, books, 
and papers with a sticky foulness indescribably 
nasty, is a nutsance which would justify 
me in taking the law into my’ own 
hands and abating. It is falsely, I 
believe, alleged by those who are guilty of the 
creation of such nuisances that it cannot be 
controlled or prevented. For years a long-suf- 
fering community was told that the Bridgeport 
stenches could not be prevented. That was a 
lie, andis now a demonstrated lie. When the 
city authorities gave the stink manufacturers to 
understand that they bad either to quit atinxing 
or to pe business, and with a squad of police ar- 
rested every man in an establishment which was 
creating offense, and took them to jail, methods 
were soon discovered whereby the business was 
carried on without creating a nuisance. Assoon 
us the men who are now contaminating the at- 
mosphere of Chicago with this intolerable smoke 
nuisance understand that they will be 
sursued reicntlesiy by the oflicers of the 
aw and punished for their violations of 
statutory law and natural right they will soon 
find methods of conducting their business with- 


Out the creation of a gross, palpable, and utterly

Pursuit was hot, and he fled back to New 
Mexico, and took refuge among the cow-buys 
of Lincoln County, just about the time that 
the “ Lincoln County war” broke out. 

This war, according to Marion Turner, who 
was a conspicuous figure in it, originated in 
the determination of “Old John Chisum” 
and his partner, Alexander McSwain, to estab- 
lish a monopoly in the stock-grazing business 
amd make themselves what they claimed to 
be, “the Cattle Kings of the Pecos Valley.” 
They drove in 80,000-head of cattle. The 
herds of the smailer ranchers were swept 
away with the rolling avalanche of hoofs 
and Basing The losers attempted to reclaim 
their animals. Collisions between the herd- 
ers were of constant occurrence. The tirm 
of Murphy, Dolan & Co. headed the rauch- 
men and herders opposed to Chisum and Mc- 
Swain. Both sides enlisted all the strength 
and influence they could. Chisum and Mc- 
Swain hired —— the Kid,” and his reck- 
leas dare-devilism, his deadly markmanship, 
his skiil as a horseman, and

at once made him the leader of his faction. 

Early in 1879 Chisum had “the Kid” ap- 
pointed Deputy Constable, and armed with a 
warrant for the arrest, on some trivial charge, 
of William Morton and Frank Baker, herds- 
men in the employ of Tom Catron, formerly 
of Lafayette County, Missouri, and the part- 
ner of the Hon. Stephen B. Elkins, also a 
Missouri boy, but lone the New Mexican 
delegate in Con ress, and now one of the 
“solid men” of New York. After arresting 
Morton and Baker the Kid declared his de- 
tetmination to killthem. A ian named Me- 
Cluskey, who had accompanied him and 
assisted in making the arrest, interfered to 

vent the murder. ‘The hid promptly shot 

m dead in lis tracks, and then

near Chisuim’s ranch, , 
‘Sheriff Brady and Deputy Sheriff George 
Hindman, of Lincoln County,* went out to 
arrest him for this triple murder. The Kid 
waylaid them, and firing upon them from 
beliind the adobe wall around McSwait's 
house, killed them both. He now gathered 
around him a band of outlaws and despera- 
does and defied county, territory, and United 
‘States authorities. In_ June, 79, 2 
Turner, Deputy Sheriff of Lincoln County, 
had a warrant placed in his hands for the 
arrest of the Kid for the murder of Morton, 
er, McCluskey, Brady, and Hindman. 
urner organized a posse of thirty-iive men, 
principally ranchmen and cowbeys of the 
anti-Chisum faction, and started on 
HIS DESPERATE ERRAND. 


On the 17th of June he came upon the Kid 
" with sixty-three men, and instantly begun a 
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runn fight which lasted three days. 
Licut- Col.” Dudley, of the Ninth Cavairy 
(Gen, Hatch’a famous colored regiment), 
learning that reinforcements were being sent 
to the Kid, took two companies of his regi- 
ment and went to Turner’s assistance. ‘The

George 
Taylor, Turner’s partner, talking to me last 
hight about the affair, said: ** Wallace was a 
d—d romantic old fool, and easily led him- 
a to sympathize with the Kid, often speak- 
of him as ‘that brave boy,’ or ‘that wild 
young knight errant.’ He lost sight of his 
crimes in the romance of his devilisiness.”

She emplayed 
a lawyer named Chapman, of Las Vegas, 
who went down into Lincoln County and 
promptly began to stig up all the ola strife, 
but was soon murdered by a man named 
Campbell and others of the opposit faction. 
When Gov, Wallace heard of the death of 
Chapman he arose in all the might and 
majesty of a little wooden Territorial official 
With a tin ear and went down into Lincoln 
County, outlawed Turner and his posse, and 
all other officers of the Jaw who had been 
fighting Chisum, and McSwain, and the 
Kid. and his gang, had Turner and ten or 
twelve of his posse put in irons, and had 
Col. Dudley arrested and relieved of his 
command, 

T wenty-one indictments were found against 
Turner for murder, arson, and cattie-steal- 
ing. He and his associates

forty days and nights, and were then brought 
before the court ior trial, the Kid appearing 
as the principal witness against thein. They 
were all acquitted, but Turner has been 
harassed from that day to this. “ By G—d,” 
suid he to me last nigut, “they liave had me 
indicted in every court since, and It has cost 
ine $6,000 to stand them off, besides all the 
a:noyance and loss of time.’’ 

On the morning of the 27th 6f September, 
1IS7¥Y, “Durner was married, at. a hotel in the 
town of Lincoln, to a young girl named Llat- 
tie Phillips, who had a cousin married jo 
Surgeon Appel, of the Ninth Cavalry. 
saine evening Appel, with two companies of 
negro troops, surrounded the hotel and

and carried her off, claiming that she was 
only 16 years old and a minor. She was 
afterwards seut to Monroe, Mich., and placed 
in a female seminary, where she still is. She 
has an uncle living there, Frederick C. God- 
froy, Who was formerly Indian Agent at the 
Mescalero Agency in Lineoln County, and 
who took an active part in spiriting her 
away. Her mind has since been so infla- 
enced against Turner that she recently ap- 
plied fora divorcee, on the grotund that the 
marriage was illegal on account of her 
minority. it was notso under the laws of 
the Lerritory, but Turner admitted it in or- 
der to free her, and the divorce was granted 
last inonth., , 

After the acquittal of Turner and his men 
at the trial in Lincoln, the Kid, on the ad- 
vice of his friends, decided to leave the 
country, but 

SWORE HE WOULD KILL COL. DUDLEY 
before he went. A court-martial, or court of 
investigation, as to Dudley's part in the fight 
of June, 187%, was going on at Fort Stanton, 
in Lincoln County. Judge Ira E. Leonard, 
formerly of Missouri, but now of New Mex- 
ico, had been employed by Mrs. McSwain to 
prosecute the charges against Col. Dudley of 
being accessory to the murder of her hus- 
band and the burning of her house. Judge 
Leonard, at that time a_resident of Las 
Vegas, was accompanied to Fort Stanton by 
Jolin McPherson, Chief of Police of Las 
Vegas, who had been warned by the gam- 
blers and thugs of that place to leave on pain 
ot death. MePherson had been with Quan- 
treli during the War, and was himself a des- 
perado. Returning to Las Vezas some time 
afterward, the rouwgbs. carried out their 
threat, and killed him.’ As he and Leon- 
ard were sitting in their room at Fort Stan- 
ton one night, shortly after theirarrival, they 
heard a tap on the window. Upon opening 
the shutter the Kid stepped intu the room and 
announced that he had come to end the trial 
of Dudley by killing him. With much diffi- 
culty they succeeded in dissuading him from

Ile then mounted his horse and struck out

Five months ago a party of noblemen sct out 
from Austria and Hungary to make an extended 
tour of the United States. The objects of 
the tour were pleasure and the cvilection 
of information on agricultural matters. The 
persons composing the party are Counts 
Cieza Audrassy, lire Zeiheayi. Geza 
Zeibenyi, and Dr. HR. Meyer, of Hungary, 
Count Ernest Hoyos and Baron Gabriel Guienus, 
of Austria. Dr. Meyer, a gentleman who holds 
the position of political editor upon the Vater- 
land, conceived the idea of making an extended 
tour for the purpuse of inquiry intojthe causes 
that enabled American wheat and live stock to 
compete successfully with the Old World. It 
was finally arrauged that the hve geii- 
tlernen who compose the party—all young 
inen of wealth—should travel with him on 
the tour of observation. Arriving in this coun- 
try, Florida, New Orieans, and San Antonio, 
Tex., were visited. The vast cattle ranches of 
Texas were visited, and the mode of operation 
was observed. From Texas the party crossed 
over into Indcjian Territory and Kansas, aud 
thence. into Colorado. Turning south, Arizona 
and Southern California were explored. German 
settioments were visited and the condition of 
the people minutely inquired into. The great 
stock and wheat interests have been studied 
as thoroughly a. possible, and every 
particle of intormution garnered up that may 
throw light upon the Aincrican system of stock- 
raising and wheat culture. The great point to 
arrive at is whether it is possible for Europe to 
compete with tho Western States in wheat and 
stock product.

DEAN STANLEY’S BOOKS, 


Extent eof the Work Me Put inte Them 


and Their Value.

In a range of studies most multifarious, 
and a rate of production, whether in writing 
or in prepared oratory, implying an almost 
morbid love of work, the marvelous thing is 
that the Dean never lost the purity, vigor, 
and grace of his style. He never twaddled, 
or declaimed, or repeated himself. Any one 
with a taste for good English and good sense 
must have been very much pressed for time if 
he failed to read carefully every bitof Stanley 
he found in the papers, whether it werea 
sermon, or address, or paper read at some 
one of the many institutions glad of his su 
port. His topics were so felicitous, his 
touches of feeling su tender, his judgments, 
on the whole, so fair, his intuition so true, 
his survey so comprehensive, and his 
style so lucid, that he would give 
in a qnartor of a column more than 
an ordinary student could collect from 
avolume. ‘The single regret of most readers 
would be that, with new matter continually 
—' the old, he would not see this 
again. Yet, if all that the Dean has written 
or said is to be published, as it certainly well 
deserves to be, we tremble at the bulk of the 
responsibility to be thrown on the faithful 
executors and the industrious reader. é 

The * Historical Memorials of Canterbury,’”’ 
and of “ Westminster Abbey,” the former 
necessarily not so complete a work as the 
latter, are hardly fair specimens of a literary 
career in which @ vast variety of subjects, 
generally those most interesting to a serious 
and inquiring mind, have been treated in a 
way to command attention, if not always to 
secure agreement.

‘The Pennsylvania has made no time con- 
tracts, and has withdrawn its cars as much 
as possible from the lines of business which it 
has really been compelled to do, irrespective 
of rates, on account of the enormous amount 
of local freight offering. The shipments of 
coal, Goke, and ores is very heavy 
now, and an enormous amount of manufact- 
ured iron is also goi over the road. 
General Freight-Agent Creighton, of the 
Pennsyl!ivania, said the other day that they 
had been astonished to find the earnings of 
the road holding out. so well, and 
did not think the road would show 
a loss for the month of July, 
compared with July of last year, althouzh 
July of 1880 wasa_very good month. The 
passenger ot tay have shown an increase 
for every week of July, the gain for the last 
week being $17,000 on the Eastern lines, 
and for the whole month about $75,000. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad offices presented 
a real holiday appearance yesterday. Presi- 
dent Roberts did not make his appearance at 
the office at all, and starts for a fortnight’s 
stay at Saratoga on Monday. Capt. Green 
was there only a short time, and Mr. 
Cassatt left for the country early. 
The other officials of the Company 
are more sanguine of a setttlement, though 
they are satislied that the Pennsylvania, 
which last year received the highest average 
rate and carried the cheapest of all the trunk 
lines, thus making an average of 2 to 
30 per cent more per ton than ‘either of the 
other lines, can stand the fight for some time 
yet. The only element of weakness in their 
a is the $9,000,000 of new stock issued 
ast month, on which a dividend will have 
to be paid in November. 


NINETY-FIVE CENTS TO NEW YORE

THE BELLIGERENT MAGNATES.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 6.—It is reported 
here to-night that the railroad managers’ 
conference touching cut rates will take place 
at the United States Hotel on Tuesday next.

THE PASSENGER WAR. 

There were rumors afloat yesterday that the 
regular Eastern lines from this city would 
‘meet the cut rate to Boston made last Tues- 
day by the Grand Trunk, and that they would 
also make @ corresponding reduction in the 
passenger rate to New “York. . In- 
quiry at the various offices, however, 
failed to confirm the rumors. The 
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they would lose money at this rate they were 
content to let the Grand Trunk take the 
trade. They also‘sdid that much of the busi- 
ness done by the Grand Trunk did not orig- 
inate here, but was from people who came 
here by the Grand Trunk from Boston, hav- 
ing taken advantage of the low rates offered 
by that line both wings 

The Grand Trunk continues to do a very 
heavy business. Itsold yesterday about 250 
tickets, which brings up the total number of 
tickets sold at the Chicago office since ! ues- 
day afternoon to nearly 1,100. ‘The Grand 
Trunk people are highly elated over the suc- 
cess that has thus far attended this move- 
ment, and they are now trying to effect an 
arrangement by which they can take people 
through to New York via Boston for about 
$8. They think that such an arrangement 
would meet with as much encouragement as 
their Boston movement, and they predict that 
the regular trunk lines will not look on as 
couiplacently when this is done as they do 
now, and that it will force them to come 
down with their rates also-- 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS. 

Nothing could prove more forcibly that 
there is but little freight in the country than 
the fact that in spite of the low rate, which 
ought to induce shipments by rail, the busi- 
ness remains very light. Another slight de- 
crease is to be recordedin the shipments 
during the past week, as compared with 
those of the week previous, and the pros- 
pects are that the shipments will continue to 
fall off until the close of navigation. Up to 
about a week ago corn was being shipped 
quite freely, the prospects then being good 
foralarge new crop. But since then these 
prospects have radically changed. Owing to 
a continued drought and unprecedentedly 
hot weather in the best corn-producing sec- 
tion in the West and Southwest, 
the growing § corn has been ma- 
teriaily damaged. The hot and dry 
weather during the last few weeks following 
the wet and cool weather of the early part of 
the season has baked the ground almost as 
hard as bricks. ‘The cobs contain plenty of 
husk but no corn that amounts to anything. 
All reports from the best corn-growing sec- 
tions agree that eyen if, the much-needed 
rain should now occur, there will at least be 
but half a crop, and should the drought con- 
tinue a week longer the crep will prove al- 
most a total failure in mos* sections. Under 
these circumstances it is ot surprising that 
but little corn jis being shipped now, for 
shippers and producers expect a big ad- 
vance in sthe prices, and will  there- 
fore hold on to what they have for 
the present.. As the wheat crop has also 
turned out a partial failure, the prospect of 
a large business*for the roads from now for- 
ward, even iftthe present low rates are main- 
tained, is not very encouraging. Should the 
railroads agree upon an advance in rates at 
the meeting of the High Joints to be held in 
New York Aug. 10, the little business that 
now goes forward by rail would undoubtedly 
be directed to the lake and river routes, and 
the roads would have to lie comparatively 
idle.untii the close of navigation, which they 
ean hardly afford to do. 

The total shipments by rail of grain, flour, 
and’ provisions from this city Kast for the 
week ending Aug. 6 amount to 49,028 tons, 
against 50,026 tons the previous week; a de- 
crease of 1,598 tons.

The Folly of Mourning.

Natures, of course, differ widely, and there are 
some who (probably in consequence of having 
been accustomed from their earliest years to 
regard black as tne emblem of death and sad- 
ness) find some amount of relief and comfort in 
wearing mourning when afriend dies, and feel 
a@ satistaction in marking the especialevent with 
especial garments. Butall are not of this way 
of thinkiug, and there are many whose inclina- 
tions are just the reverse. The sort of self-cun- 
sciousness and strangeness of feeling which 
usually accompany brand new clothes are dis- 
tasteful to them in atime of trouble, and they 
wish only to go aboutin whatever they are in the 
habit of wearing, without any fuss or alteration. 
Sorrow may be none the lesstrue and deep be- 
cause it shrinks from ostentatious parade,— 
from wearing the heart on the sleeve, for daws 
to peck at: it-may feel that the inadequacy of 
oOulward signs to give it expression makes any 
attempt at doingso a mere mockery, and may 
prefer to conceal itself, as far as possible, under 
its wonted exterior. How can real grief be rep- 
resented fittingly by crapeand hatbands? And 
if no real grief exist, then the whole affair is 
nothing but a miserable exhibition of humbug 
and hy pocrisy,—an appeal to the world for sym- 

athby and commiseration upon false pretenses. 

V hat sort of sorrow is felt by relatives who say, 
* Oh! we must put the childreninto mourning 
for Uncle So-and-so,—he’s lett us something in 
his will’; or else, “ I shan’t trouble about biack 
for Cousip Sucb-an-one,—he’'s left me nothing ”’; 
as the case may be? It would be surely more 
honest for such pretended mourners as these to 
assume signs of rejoicing or wo, according as 
they do or do not find themseives the possessors 
of fresh riches. Even when sorrow is really 
felt, itsintensity and duration’ will not be alike 
in\all eases where the relauonsbipis the same, 
because notwo husbands and wives, brothers 
and sisters, or other relatives, will love one 
another in exactly thé sdme degree: and on this 
account, there must mecessarily be something 
foolish and uureal ina practice which assumes 
that the depth and extent of regret may be 
reckoned on accordingto the nearness of kin. 
More or less of shoppiness and hollowness is al- 
most inseparable from the wearing of mourning, 
according tg the present custom; yet there is 
thatabout death whichis apt to put human 
nature essentially out of tune for all that is arti-

PAUPERS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


Bad and Disgraceful Condition—That 
of Cook County the Worst of the 


Lot. 

Cincinnati Commercial, 

Mr. Octave Thauet has been making a 
study of American poor-houses. He does 
not say in so many words that he has reached 
the conclusion that they are the worst in the 
world, but he leaves it plainly to be inferred. 

His investigations extended through vari- 
ous States of the Union. They‘did not in- 
clude Marion County [Indianapolis], Indi- 
ana, which is terrible. Had they done so, 
his moral would probably have been still 
more sharply drawn. He finds that the 
alms-houses of the Northern States are far 
superior to those of the South, and 
that in the North they are in_ the 
best condition in those States 
having State Boards of Charities. Paupers 
have the best time in the small establish- 
ments containing from half a dozen to 
twenty or thirty. “In some of these, the 
paupers instead of the keeper are the des- 
pots. Sometimes the only persons in charge 
are a keeper and his wife, and these are often 
in bodily fear of some able-bodied rowdy 
who ought to be in a work-house instead of 
an alms-house. Often the whole ragged 
little community quakes before some _hulk- 
ing ruftian on the place.” So far as life in 
general is concerned, however, in summer, 
the inmates of small county-houses are quite 
as comfortable as the poorest class of farm- 
ers. As to cold weather, though, Mr. 
Thauet quotes the words of one of these 
alms-house keepers: ** My God, what a life 
in winter!” 

The very worst class of all poor-houses 
was found to be those in charge of County 
Supexyisors. In Massachusetts, whose pub- 
Jic charities are considered the bestin the 
country, ancient wooden rookeries, 150 years 
old, are, 1n one or two places, used as houses 
for paupers. ‘* Poor farms” are found to 
deserve the name in more respects than one. 
The land is shabbily kept and not half tilled. 
Able-bodied vagabonds who have snoozed 
through the winter and smoked their pipes 
by the fire in the poor-house, at the tax- 
payers’ expense, flit like birds of passage 
when work is to be done on the poor farm 
insummer. Itis easy enough for them to 
forage their living among the farms, in warm 
weather, thus escaping the work they would 
be expected to do at the poor-liouse. At the 
approach of winter, back they go to their 
old quarters to snooze and-smoke by the 
fire at the county’s expense again. With 
that sublime American way of leaving 
everything to Providence, the authorities 

erpnit these lazy and vicious tramps to fol- 
low the same round year after year. Penn- 
syivania has over 9,000 inmates in her alms- 
houses. Forty-two per cent of the grown 
paupers are able-bodied. ‘Thus Pennsyl- 
vania supports at public expense nearly 
4,000 persons who by every law, human and 
Divine, ought to be working for their own 
living. ‘They crowd the homes built for the 
aged and helpless, bully these, and appro- 
priate the comforts intended for them, and 
corrupt the children of the establishment. 
In all the almshouses, without exception, all 
pe are crowded together, the wretch 

iardened in the ways of vice, the tender 
child just beginning life, the aged, the lunatic, 
the idiot, epileptic, and tramp. 

“The associations of the best almshouse 
will ruin the future of achild beyond hope 
of redemption,” remarks Mr. Thauet. 

In some of the houses in the City of Phil- 
adelphia itself the writer finds that the 
panpers were, until recently, put upon what 
is euphoniously styled ‘** limited diet.”” That 
is to say, they did not get enough to eat. A 
year ago it was not the fashion of Philadel- 
pata to give them shoes to wear. ‘That has 
wen changed, however, &nd our writer says 
they now have “almost enough to wear.”’ 
In some of the institutions the sexes are not 
even in all cases separated, but for want of 
space men and women are crowded into the 
same rooms. Far toomany of these wretched 
places do not even possess the attraction of 
cleanliness. In Scott County the diet 
was scanty, and the inmates, as well as the 
house, “needed = scrubbing.”’ In the 
Moultrie County-House the inmates had 
no dining-table, and were obliged to 
eat off the floor, or take their food in their 
laps. In another county, the poor-house 
like our own Longview originally, seemec 
to have been located with the especial design 
of giving charity charges their punishment 
as they went along in the shape of chilis and 
fever. The alims-house was an old double 
log-house, at the edge of a stagnant pool. 
‘There were seventeen paupers, all sick with 
malarial fever. There had been nineteen, 
and two died the day before. 

Of all the alms-houses in America, how- 
ever, that of Cook County, Illinois,—the coun- 
ty in which is situated the great City of Chi- 
cago.—may be said to “take the cake.”’ 
When windows are broken they are econoin- 
ically mended with paper or with rags 
stuffed in the holes. The ground about the 
buildings has a fine artificially rolling ten- 
dency, given it by ash-heaps, tin-cans, and 
potato-parings. ‘The inmates are clad in 
rags, and they do not bathe in winter because 
water is scarce. Ourinvestigator says of the 
establishment by way of sweeping, magnifi- 
cent comparison: 

‘**It contains, probably, more rats, roach- 
es, and other small freebooters than any 
alhnshouse in the North, except that on 
Ward’s Island, near New York City.” 

Our system of providing for paupers is 
endlesly costly, and seems cunningly con- 
trived so as to perpetuate itself. The alms- 
houses were meant originally to provide for 
the sick and helpless poor. ‘They have been 
turned into shelter for able-bodied vaga- 
bonds and an asylum for lunatics, idiots, 
and epileptics. ‘Those whom they were in- 
tended to relieve have been largely defrauded 
of their privileges. Our system further 
tends, in the opinion of those who have 
given it the most thought, to educate the 
poor class of our country to look on the alms- 
house shelter as their right. Poverty alone 
does not entitle the nian who is too lazy to 
work for his living to any rights. 

Mr. Thauet’s pictureis a dark and dis- 
graceful one. He hints at remedies. One is 
to seek to make our alms-houses reforma- 
tory. The different classes or inmates should 
be rigorously kept apart. Especially chil- 
dren should be carefully removed from the 
vile alins-house influence. As far as possi- 
bie paupers should be made to understand 
that the relief afforded them is temporary, 
and whenever it can be done they should be 
foreed to earn their own living. Finally and 
emphatically, our public charities should be 
kept out of politics.

Fishermen Among Sharks—An Excit- 
ing Time of It in Prince’s Bay. 
Jersey City Evening Journal. 

Catching weaktfish is fun when there are 
plenty of weaktish, but when the sharks fake a 
hand in the game and give the tishermen a fight 
it is not always soamusing. Tuesday afternoon 
Mr. 5S. Hemingway and Mr. Kattenstroth, Su- 
perintendent of the New York Bay Cemetery, 
went to Prince’s Bay, Gifford’s Station, on a 


’ fishing venture. They went down at night, in- 


tending to go out at daylight Wednesday morn- 
ing, when the catch is usually the best. Let 
them tell their own story. They say: 

We roughed it Tuesday night in the fisher- 
man’s shanty. Dick Fitzgerald made us com- 
fortable, and at3vu’clock in the morning we 
were up and dressed in a hurry, wher Jolly 
Dick came in and said: **Gintiemin, your coffee 
is nowready. I want you to hurry off quick and 
get on the ground as soon as possible; the wind 
is Just right from the southwest; and, gintlemin, 
you will slaughter them to-day if the sharks 
don’t trouble you.” We started for our 
boat. As it was not yet daylight, we could 
not find the good fishing ground, and had to 
wait for daylight. We selected our ground and 
dropped anchor and commenced work. Weak 
fish are plenty, run large, ana bite well. We 
were baving a good time when a large biack 
sbark—n regular man-eater made his appear- 
ance about fifty feet from our boat. Katten- 
stroth hooked a large weakfish, and just as he 
was about raising the fish into the boat the 
Shark made a dart and took the fish 
and part of bis line away: as fast as 
we booked fish and were in the act of raising 
them, the sharks would make a plunge and 
take our fish and parts of our lives. After a 
while we looked around and could see a num- 
ber of sharks, man-eaters, from eight to twelve 
feet long; still the weakfish were plenty; once 
in a while we would be smarter than the sharks 
and zeta fish intoour boat; but the most ex- 
citing time, and when our courage weakened, 
was whea Hemingway hooked a large weaktfish, 
and was, recling him in as fast as ible, 
Kattenstroth saw the shark go for eming- 
way's tish. He dropped his pole, got hold of 
the line to bring the fish into the boat, and 
when he was in the act of lifting the fish two 
large sharks made a dash as it to see which 
would get the fish first. The tish was out of 
the water some distance when the sharks made 
he dash. They seemed to come from different . 
irections, and made such a piunge they 
took ur tish, struck our boat, and nearly upset 
it, and it looked as if one shark was jealous of 
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shore. !

“IT tried to make that letter as entertaining 
and agreeable to Gen. Scott as possible, in 
the hope that I could get him upon the rec- 
ord in relation to this important matter. He 
was constantly whispering into Mr. Buchan- 
an’s ¥° his peculiar views in relation to the 
right Of States to secede, and thwarting the 
efforts some members of the Cabinet were 
making for the reinforcements of the forts. 
Before a single State had formulated an or- 
dinance of secession, Gen. Scott had given 
his views to the world as early as the 15th of 
December, 1860, in which he assumed the 
right of any groups of States to secede, and 
‘deprecated the laceration and despotism of 
the sword.’ The paper might have been 
written at the headquarters of the South Car- 
olina Militia and received with applause. 
Upon the 3d of March, determined to be in 
time with his views for the new Administra- 
tion, he met Mr. Seward with a paper, again 
giving his political opinions and deprecating 
the horrors of civil war, the tenor of which 
is best stated in one phrase: ‘ Let the way- 
ward sisters depart in peace.’ What impe- 
tus his action and published utterances gave 
to the Secéssion movement can best be deter- 
mined from that document.” 

* Did Gen. Scott ever answer your letter ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. He replied in substance: * Gen. 
Scott has received a highly interest letter 
from the Secretary of State, He is now 
nailed to his desk, but as sooh as he getsa 
moment’s leisure he will call at the State De- 
partment, and keep on calling until he sees 
the Secretary of State.’ He nevercalled, and 
Ildid not see him for about three weeks, 
when I met him at a dinner-party, and he re- 
ferred to what he called the highly interest- 
ing letter he had received from me. He said 
that upon reading it he reached the conclu- 


‘sion that, had he devoted himself to law in 


his early life, he doubtless would have be- 
come fitted to mover «| my position; and my 
letter had impressed him with thie belief — 
had I been educated for the military, | woul 
have reached a position to entitle ine to al- 
most any command; and, taking it all in all, 
he did not know but that both of us had 
missed our vocations. Thus ended my effort 
to get Gen. Scott to a record upon this mili- 
tary feature of the contrversy then going 
on. 
FACTS FROM THE RECORD. 


How many people know that Judge Black 
drove Floyd out of the Cabinet, and brought 
the great Stanton into it as Attorney-Gen- 
eral,when he aeoogmee the State Department; 
and with great difiiculty got the able and 
faithful Hoit into the War: Department, that 
bis hands might be strengthened in his fight 
against the Secessionists? Or, until l speak 
it from his own lips, that he refused to aban- 
don the cause when Gen. Cass went out and 
begged him to go also, because he thought it 
his duty, both to the country and to his life- 
long friend, to stay at his post and save what 
he could 2? With his own hand Judge Black 
wrote that portion of Mr. Buchanan’s mes- 
sage of the 8th of January, 1861, from’ which 
the following quotation is made: 

I certainly had uoright to make aggressive 
war upon any State, and [ am perfectly satisfied 
that the Constitution has wisely withheld that 
power even from Congress. But the rignt and 
the duty to use military force defensively 
against those who resist te Federal officers in 
the execution of their lewel functions, and 
against those who asvault the property of the 
Federal Government, is clear and undeniable. 

These views, so emphatically. expressed, 
were emphasized by the struggle of a month 
preeeding their utterance to -reinforce and 
defend to the last extremity the public de- 
fenses in the South. But Judge Black’s 
opinion as to the right of the Government to 
reducea revolution of any magnitude is best 
jilustrated by the following quotations from 
a memorandum given to President Buchanan 
early in December, 1560: . 

The Union is necessarily perpetual. No 
State can iawfully withdraw or be expelled from 
it. The Federal Constituhon is as much a 

art of the Constitution of every State as if it 

ad been textually inserted therein. The Fed- 
eral Government is sovereign within its own 
sphere, and acts directly upon the individual 
citizens of every State. ithin these limits (its 
coercive power is ample to defend itself, -its 
laws, and its property. lit can suppress insur- 
rection, fight vatties, conquer armies, disperse 
bostile combinagoons, and punish any and aii of 
its enemies. It can meet, repel, and subdue all 
those who rise against it. ut it cannot ob- 
literate a single Commonwealth from the map 
of the Union, or deciare indiscriminate war 


founding the innocent with the guilty. 

The opinion of Nov. 20, 1860, for which 
Judge Black has been so severely arraigned, 
should be read in the light of the above 
deciarations and his specific advice upon 
events as they arose. Mr. Buchanan had 
asked his Attorney-General for an opinion 
upon certain constitutional questions affect- 
ing the rights of States. Judge Black pre- 
pared an exhaustive paper upon all the legal 
points involved, and then went into the 
cussion of the attitude of the two parties to 
the Union. This poser was even stronger in 
its presentation of the duty of the President 
toward the rebellious States than the quota- 
tion above made from Judge Black’s memo- 
randum for the President, from which Mr, 
Buchanan drew a part of his message to Con- 
gress of Jan. 8, 1861. Mr. Buchanan called 
for the paper before it was finished 
and, when its tenor and scope were presen! 
it was entirely too radical to meet his views. 
He said to the author that such a severe ar- 
raignment of parties would have a tendency 
t provoke rather than restrain agg ve 
action, and concluded by restricting the At- 
torney-G toacold answer to the law- 
points he had asked his opinion upon. The 
opinion of Nov. 20 was, therefore, the out- 
come of a decisive paper of wider scope, dis- 


) cussing the constitutional rights of States, 
and their relations to General Govern- 
ment, andthe duty of the Government to- 
wa States, and emphatically explain- 
ing the rights of the General Go

A NOBLE ACTION IN A GREAT CRISIS. 
Perhaps no time during those memorable 


months when Judge Black was endeavoring 
to force upon the President and Catinet the 


: necessity of making the power of the Geyern- 


ment felt in defending its property in ‘the 
South from theft and assault snows lus fidé+ 
ity to the country more strongly than during 
the remarkable meetings and discussions in 
Mr. Buchanan’s Cabinet during the four 
days and nights beginning on the 28th of De- 
cember, 1860. Three citizens of South Caro- 
lina appeared in Washington, styling them- 
selves Commissioners from that State, em- 
ywered to treat with the Government of 

Inited States upon certain questions of pro 
erty belonging to the Federal! Government nu 
the State of South Carolina. They notified 
the President of the object of their mission, 
but insolentfy threatened to suspend all dis- 
cussion until Maj. Anderson’s removal from 
Fort Moultrie to Sumter since they had left 
home should be fully explained to them. 
Maj. Anderson’s action, which met the hearty 
approval and warm support of Judge Black, 
who had been the instrument of so traming 
the orders that Anderson might leave the de- 
fenseless and take the strongest position in 
the harbor of Charleston whenever he 
thought proper, was severely criticised by 
several members of the Cabinet. 

The Cabinet then consiskd of Judge J. S. 
Black, Secretary of State; Edwin M. Stan- 
ton, Attorney-General; Philip F. Thomas, 
Secretary of the Treasury: Jacob Thomp- 
son, Secretary of the interior; John B. Floyd, 
Secretary of War; and Mr. Toucey, Secreta- 
ry of the Navy. Itis needless to say that 
Mr. Floyd, Mr. Thompson, and Mr. Thomas 
bitterly opposed Maj. Anderson’s action; 
and the President even was careful about ap- 
proving it. Maj.; Anderson’s action, how- 
ever, formed the least part-of the important 
controversy which took place during those 
four eventful days. Saturday evening, Dec. 
29, an incident occurred which came near 
driving Judge Black from the Cabinet... Mr. 
Buchanan laid before his advisers a paper in 
the form of his answer to the proposition of 
the so-called Commissioners from the State 
of South Carolina. It was a surprise to the 
whole Cabinet, and es | Mr. Toucey, who 
always agreed with the‘President, approved 
it. Thompson and Thomas opposed it be- 
cause they regarded it as too hostile to South 
Carolina, and Flovd’s opinion had no weight. 
Judge Black, Mr. Stanton, and Mr. Holt op- 
posed it for the reason that it conceded too 
much to the belligerent State. There was 
not much discussion of the paper in the Cab- 
inet meeting, for it seemed to all its mem- 
bers evident that Mr. Buchanan’s mind had 
been fixed upon the puvints he had made, and 
the meeting adjourned with the indications 
that this document had exploded the Cabinet. 
The next day Judge Black notified Mr. 
Toucey, and also Mr. Stanton and Mr. Holt, 
that he should leave the Cabinet. His pur- 
pose was reported to Mr. Buchanan, and he 
sent for him. He went with great reluct- 
ance, for he knew the appeal that would be 
made to the warm friendship which had 
existed between Buchanan and himself 
through so many years. He had -sume in- 
dications of what he would say in the argu- 
ments he used to induce him to accept the 
State Departmeut against his inclinations 
when Gen. Cass resigned. He went, how- 
ever, at his solicitation. and demonstrated to 
Mr. Buchanan the indefensible attitude in 
which he would place himself did he send 
the answer to the gentleman from South 
Carolina he had prepared, and how impossi- 
ble it would be for him to remain in the 
Cabinet an hour were such an answer re- 
turned. The impressive interview ended by 
Mr. Buchanan handing the paper he had pre- 
pared as his answer to the insolent demand 
and proposition of the South Carolina Am- 
bassadors, with a request that he modify it 
to suit his own views and return it to him 
immediately. Judge Black took it, went to 
the Attorney-General’s office, and in. the 
presence of. Mr. Stanton wrote the folléwing 
paper: 

STEMMING THE CURRENT. 

Memorandum for the President on the subject 
of the paper drawn up by him in reply to the 
Commissioners of South Carolina: 

First—The first and the concluding paragraph 
both seem to acknowledge the right of South 
Carolina to be represented near this Govern- 
ment by diplomatic officers. Thatimplies that 
she is an independent nation, with no otber re- 
lations to the Government of the Union than 
any other foreign power. If such be the fact, 
then she has acquired all the rights, powers, and 
responsibilities of a separate Government by 
the mere Ordinance of Secession which passed 
her convention a few days ago. But the Presi- 
dent bas always, and particularily in his iast 
message to Congress, denied the right of Seces- 
gion, and asserted that no State could throw olf 
her Federal obligations in that way. Moreover, 
the President. bas also very distinctly 
deciared that, even if a State could 
secede and go out of the Union at pleasure, 
whether by revolution or in the exercise of a 
constitutional right, he could no. recognize her 
independence witbout being guilty of usurpa- 
tion. I think, therefore, that every word and 
sentence which imply that South Carolina is in 
an attitude which enables the President to 
* treat’ or negotiate with her, or to receive her. 


Commissioners in the character of diplomatic 


ministers or agents, ought to be stricken out, 
and ao explicit declaration substituted which 
would reassert the principles of the message. 
It is surely not enough that the words of the 
message be transcribed if the doctrine there an- 
nounced be practically abandoned by carrying 
on a nevotiation. 

Second—l would strike out all expressions of 
regret that the Commissioners are unwilling to 
proceed with the negotiations, since it is very 
clear that there can be no newsotiations with 
them. whether they are willing or not. 

Third—Above all things, it is objectionable to 
intimate a willingness to negotiate with e 
State of South Carviina about the possession of 
a military post which belongs to the United 
States, or to propose any adjustment of the 
subject or any arrangement abvut it. The 
forts in Charleston Harbor belong to this Gov- 
ernment.—are its own, and cannot be given up. 
[t is true they might be surrendered to a supe- 
rior force, whether that force be in the service 
of a seceding State or a foreign nation. But 
Fort Sumter is impregnable, and cannot be 
taken if defended as it should be, It is a thing 
of the last importance that it should be main- 
tained, if ail the power of this Nation can doit, 
—for the command of the harbor and the Presi- 
dent's ability to execute the revenue laws may 
depend on it. 

Fourth—The words ** coercing a State by force 
of arms to remain in the Coufederacy,a power 
which Ido believe the Constitution has con- 
ferred on Congress,”’ ought certainly not to be 
retained. They are too vague, and might have 
the effect (which lam sure the President does 
not intend) to misiead the Commissioners con- 
cerning his sentiments. The power to defend 
the public property, to resist an assailing force 
which unlawfully attempts to drive out the 
troops of tne United States inthe execution of 
the laws,—this, as far as it goes,is coercion, and 
may very well be calied “coercing a State by 
force of armsto remain in the Union.” The 
President has always asserted his right of co- 
ercion to that extent. He merely denies the 
right of Congress to make offensive war upon a 
State of the Union, as such might be made upon 
a foreign government. 

Firth—The implied assent of the President to 
the accusation wonich the Commissioners make 
of a compact with South Carolina, by which he 
was bound not to take whatever measures he 
saw fit for the defense of the forts, ought to be 
stricken out, and a flat denial of any such bar- 
guin, pledge, or agreement inserted. The paper 
signed by the late members of Congress from 
South Cnorolina does not bear such construction, 
and this, as | understand, 1s the only transac- 
tion between South Carolina and him which 
bears upon the subject either directly or indi- 
rectly. Ithink it deeply concerns the Presi- 
dent's reputation that be should contradict this 
statement, since, if it be undenied, it puts him 
in the attitude of an executive officer who vol- 
untarily disarms himself of the power to per- 
form his duty, and ties his hands so that he can- 
not, witbout breaking bis word, “ preserve, pro- 
tect, and defend the Constitution, and see the 
laws faithfully executed.”” The fact that he 
piedged bimseif in any such way cannot be 
true. The Commissioners no doubt have been 
80 informed. But there must be some mis- 
take about it. it arose, doubtiess, out of 
the President's anxious and laudable desire 
to avo id civil war,and bis uften-expressed de- 
termination not even to furnish an excuse for 
an outbreak at Charleston by reinforcing Maj. 
Anderson unless it was absolutely necessary. 

Sixth—The remotest expression of a. doubt 
about Maj. Anderson's perfect propriety of be- 
havior should be carefully avoided. He is not 
merely a galiunt and meretorious officer who is 
entitled to a fair hearing before he is con- 
demned,—ne has saved the country, I solemnly 
believe, when its day was darkest and its perils 
most extreme. He has done everything that 
mortal man could do to repair the fatal error 
which the Adwinistration bas committed in not 
sending down troops enough to hold ail of the 
forts. He has kept the strongest one. fle atill 
commands the harbor. We may still execute 
the laws if we try. Besides, there is nothing 
in the orders which were sent to him by the 
War Department which is in the slightest de- 
gree contravened by his act of throwing his 
command into Fort Sumter. Even if those 
orders, sent without your knowledge, did forbid 
him to leave a piace where bis men might have 
poses, ana oy | 9 under a stronger po-

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venth—The idea that a wrong was commit- 
ted aguinst Soutb Carolina by mortar from Fort 
Moultrie to Fort Sumter, ought to be repelled as

CONCLUDING THE CONTROVERSY, 

Mr. Stanton made a copy of this document, 
sheet by sheet, as it was written, and the 
original was at once seut to the President. 
Mr. Stanton retained the copy he made, and 
indorsed it *“* Observations on Correspona- 
ence, President, S. C. Com., by J. 5S. B. 
This paper, of which the above is-an exact 
copy, is i Mr. Stanton’s own handwriting, 
and, although it was Judge Black’s individu- 
al action, it so entirely met his views that he 
commented upon it with strong expressions 


of pleasure, and declared his purpose to ‘ 


leave the Cabinet with the Secretary of State 
if the views therein expressed were not 
adopted. Mr. Holt would doubtless have 
done the same, although he did not indicate 
his purpose. The above-quoted paper was 
the last effort of this one man to change the 
determination of the President in relation to 
what he and all other Union men deemed a 
fatal decision, but one which had already 
stood against the assault of the writer 
and two other members of the Cabinet. The 
President unexpectedly abandoned much of 
the ground he had previously contended for 
and the views of Judge Biack, as expresse 
in the above paper, was accepted, and the 
moditied answer in accordance therewith 
transinitted to the so-called Coinmissioners of 
South Carolina, which brought an answer so 
insulting as to prevent its receipt by the 
President. Howmuch the bold stand of this 
much-maligned man had to do with forcing 
the issue and pushing Mr. Buchanan to the 
acceptance of an action uvon his views for 
the succor of Maj. Anderson can_be seen 
from the fact that on the 30th the President 
ordered the Secretary of War to send rein- 
forcements at once, and the order was made 
in Cabinet. A few days afterward Messrs. 
Thompson and Thomas retired from the 
Cabinet, and Gen. Dix and Mr. King were ap- 
pointed to succeed them; and from that time 
on there was harmony in the Cabinet so far 
‘as its business was concerned. 

Itisa fact beyond contravention that this 
long-silent man, Judge Black, who has 
steadily refused to make his own defense, or 
permitany one to make it for him, or even to 
see the defense he- had, was the power that 
foreed the preparation of an expedition early 
in December, 1860, to reinforce Maj, Ander- 
son whenever it was thought necessary; and 
who saw that an officer was dispatched to 
acquaint him with the fact, and order him to 
defend himself to the last extremity. For 
more than a month this expedition was de- 
layed against his protests by the official opin- 
ion of Gen. Scott, who kept the man-of-war 
Brooklyn at Fortress Monroe for nearly a 
month, waiting some overt act on the part of 
the South Carolinians. On the 30th of De- 
cember, by Judge Black’s earhest aavice, the 
President determined to succor Maj. Ander- 
son at all hazards, for the South Caro- 
linians had taken ~possession of all 
the unoccupied forts. Maj. Anderson 
had retreated into Sumter, and Gen. Scott’s 
excuses were no longer of any force, for 
overtacts had been committed. But Gen. 
Scott found other reasons for delay, and rec- 
ommended that, instead of the sloop-of-war, 
which had been waiting a month to meet his 
objections for action before taking on 300 
disciplined troops from Fortress Monroe and 
munitions of war, 250 raw recruits be sent 
from New Yorkin a merchant-vessel, so as 
not to hurt the feelings of the South Caro- 
linians. Mr. Buchanan promptly overruled 
him, and gave an order through the Lieu- 
tenant-General for the dispatch of the Brook- 
lyn. Gen. Scott, instead of sending it to the 
proper officers, quietly pocketea it, and called 
upon the President to say that he thought 
“it was only gentlemanly and proper that he 
should await the reply of the South Carolina 
Commissioners before dispatching the rein- 
forcements.” This caused another delay to 
the 2d of January, when Gen. Scott again 
changed his mind about the sailing of the 
Brooklyn, and on the 5th, against the earn- 
est protest of Judge Black, substituted the

The Rubinstein symphony, the Fifth, in G 
minor, op. 107, is dedicated to the memory of 
the Kussian Grand Duchess, Helena Paw- 
lowna, Rubinstein’s early patroness, and is 
written for grand orchestra without, haw- 
ever, drawing on the complete resources of 
the modern orchestra. 

The first movement opens with a moderato 

assai, 44 time, in the key of G minor, the 
principal theme beingf given out at the start 
by wind instruments in unisons, and repeat- 
ed by the strings followed by a tutti broadly 
scored but without any special harmonic or 
rhythmic feature. The crash dying away, a 
few finely written bars lead into a bright and 
lively theme, which, after being worked up, 
leads back into the principal theme, now 
more elaborately scored, and leading gradu- 
ally into a climax wrought by the inevitable 
use of chromatics. _The lively dancing 
tune once more appears, followed by the 
former tutti passage, which closes abruptly 
and after some fine and effective orchestra 
writing the movement closes amidst the 
echoes of the first theme. 
_ The second movement, allegro non troppo, 
is somewhat pastoral in.effect, the monoton- 
ous bass giving it the character of a rural 
dance, which, however, is interrupted by a 
phrase of fugue -writing. The movement 
evidently takes the place of the conventional 
scherzo, though ordinarily the scherzo fol- 
lows the andanteé. ; 

The andante in 6-8 time in the key of E 
flat is a lovely theme wrotght up with 
masterly skill, and first introduced as a horn 
solo. Re will without doubt become a great 

avorit. 

_ The last movement, allegro vivace, 24 
time, opens again in G minor, with a theme 
Sonray ens the composer’s peculiarity of 
melodic phrases, and followed by a broader 
theme of more quiet character given out by 
different instruments and very delicately 
scored. ‘The first theme is then appropriated 
in part to work up the finale in G major, and 
the symphony closes with a grand rush of 
the wiole orchestra. 

_ its character is perhaps more melodic than 
is generally the case in the symphonies of 
the modern school where intricacies and 
startling effects are too often made whe main 
point. if itdoes not have the depth of the 
composer’s dramatic symphony it wili never- 
theless afford genuine pleasure to the lovers 
of music in its highest forms. '

The festival association, under 
the auspices of which the gathering js to be 
held. bas for its President George William 
Curtis, its Vice-Presidenta Cyrus W. Field and 
Henry Gs Marquand, its Secretary Daniel Lord, 
Jr., and.its Treasurer Joseph W. Drexel.

The first event will be devoted to Bach, 
Muzart§ and findel; the second to 
Beethoven with the “Missa  Sollennis” 
as the special feature; the third to 
Handel (wita Israel in Egypt) and the tourth to 
the modern composers. [In addition té well- 
known American artists, many celebrated Buro- 
pean singers and performers will appear. Mr. 
H. L. Roosevelt is to buitd a new organ and the 
orchestra will number about 300, including all 
the best performers availiable. The chief glory 
of the festival, however, will be its magnificent 
chorus. The Brooklyn Philbarmonic Chorus, 
numbering about 600 voices, will codperate with 
the New York Uhorus Socicty, which will also 
number about 600. Both there organizations are 
under the personal direction of Mr. Thomas 
and rehearsals will be actively carried on during 
the season under bis baton.

OWNED MAUD 8. A WEEK. 
Deer Park Correspondence Pitteburg Post. 

The afternoon mail had arrived on Thursday 
ana brought, among other things, the Pittspurg 
papers. When I opened my copy of the Post and 
saw what Maud 8S. had accomplished at the new 
driving park I turned toa gentieman beside me 
and said: ‘** Maud 8. has beaten her record, and 
hes trotted in °10%.” “You don't mean it?’’ 
saidhe. “Let me look at the paper.’’” The 
gentieman who said this was Mr. W. P. Hulbert, 
of Cincinnati. He is one of the noted men of 
that place, and is worth a million or two. Mr. 
Hulbert laid the paper down and said: 

“Il owned Maud S. fora week once. Capt. J. 
Bugher, an old river man, who came from up 
the Monongahela River, wasa friend of mine. 
He was great horseman, and one day 
we went over to a sale of blooded colts 
at Alexander’s farm at Woodburn, Ky. 
Bugher bought eleven colts, and theu it 
began to rain in torrents. We stood under ap 
umbrella as the last coit on the catalog was 
brought out. She wasa pretty, bright-looking 
thing, and | toid Bugher he bad better buy her. 
He said he had bought énough, and I concluded 
il would take her myself, and se I gave $145 for 
her. I put her in with Bugher’s colts, and they 
were ali sent tohis farm. About aweek after 
this | went to the farm and asked where my colt 
was. Bugher showed me a little, nervous-look- 
ing sorre! colt, which had a piece of string tied 
around its neck. He said that was my colt, and

Bugher put the 
colt under Bair’s bands to train when sbe was 3 
years old, and in a short time she did magnificent 
work. Oid man Bughber died, and his son gave 
ordersto Bair to sell the mare for $350. Bair 
came to me a dozen times and wanted me to buy 
her. He said she was the fastest thing in the 


way of bhorsefiesh there was in the country, but. 


1 didn’t care about making the purchase. After 
awhile Stone bought the mare for $350 and al- 
lowed Bair to manage her. She showed so much 
speed that Vanderbilt heard of her and somes 
to buy her. Stone said he would sell for $21,000 
$20,000 tor himseif ard $1,000 for Bair, provided 
the mare trotted in2;18. She was put on the 
Lexingtoc track and made the mile in 2:17X%, 
which was just Dexter's time. Vanderbilt 
bought her and put her in charge of a man who 
could not do anything with her. He treated ber 
roughly and sbe would not trot. Vanderbilt 
wrote to Stone and said:
